BaLTIMORE, May 12.—If there ever was @& 
@marter business manin Baltimore than Charles 
George Wilson his memory is net green. Cir 
cumstances must have conspired to cover it 
from yiew with the dust of time and forgetful- 
ness. Charles George Wilson's memory remains 
fixed in the involutions of the Baltimore 
maind. There are stains and smirches on it, in- 
deed, but the things which produced them 
are its preservatives. Should he discover and 
use prophylactics as efficient in combating the 
diseases of the body as those with which he has 
overcome the Baltimore infirmity of forgetful- 
ness he will undoubteilly be the greatest Health 
Commissioner New-York City has ever had. 

The New-York ming having been put intoa 
condition of hepefulness in this respect, Mayor 
Grant may be congratulated on discovering 
that Charles George Wilson would sacrifice 
himself to the public service, particularly be- 
cause be made the discovery—as you have his 
Own assurance he made it—without the aid of 
anybody, even of Mr. Edward 8. Stokes. 

Premising that your President of the Board 
of Health is always to be known by his name 
in its fullness—Charles George Wilson—for C. 
G. Wilson, or Charles G. Wilson, or plain 
“Charlie” Wilson, awakens nothing in the 
Baltimore mind—the story of his past is here 
to help in whatever estimates of him and his 
future the people of New-York may choose to 
make, estimates which will undoubtedly vary 
among them, as they vary here. It is the task 
of a historian to state in cold blood the eonflict- 
ing Baltimore characterizations of him. It 1s 
his task to show, in the future, which of them 
is truthful. The statements fit in here. , It 
must be borne in mind that they come from 
persons who all agree that Charles George Wil- 
S0n isa great business man. The first comes 
from a Hebrew shopkeeper, an honest but 
eXcitable man, who, like other shopkeepers, 
inany of them of his own race, confiled money 
to Charles George Wilson for use in speculative 
enterprises, and not only did not get it back, 
but had te send more money after it, under 
orders of a court, to assist in partly paying the 
creditors he had raised.’ 

“What is dat?’ questioned this impulsive 
gentleman when told that Charles George 
Wilson had been made President of the New- 
York Board of Health. “What is dat? 
Charlies George Wilson is the President of your 
Board of Health? What! Haven't you got 
any honest men in New-York? Hsaven’t you got 
any wen, born in New-York, fit to hold office? 
How much money does the Board of Health 
spend in a year? What! Half amillion dollars! 
Well! well! Charles George Wilson is a smart 
man. He lose me $20,000 in them land com- 
panies. He make everybody lose $300,V00. 
He bought land for us. and kept the best. of it 
for himself. He built usa hotel-for. $125,000. 
It was sold for $30,000. He paid us bie divi- 
dends; but didn’t he pay them out of our 
money? I guess so.” Musing for a moment, 
he added: “Charles George is asmart man, a 
Very smart man,” and then he asked a question 
whieh haa no apparent connection with what 
had gone before: 

‘Why did you not go to Sing Sing for your 
Heaith Board President ?” 

«If you believe all you are told about Charles 
George Wilson,” said another victim of the land 
companies, *‘ you will believe him the worst 
man in Christendom. I have nothing to say 
against him. The Jews thin«x him a rascal. I 
think, merely, that I do not want to see him 
again. He cost me $14,000. But I believe that 
circumstances were against him, and they 
wrecked the land companies. He is a very 
smart business man. I often told him that he 
was a New-York man; that he eught to be in 
Wall-atreet. Well, he went to Wall-street, and 
now—. How much did you. say the Heaith De- 
partment spends in’a year? Half a million! 
And it all is expended under the direction of the 
President? Charles George Wilson is a very 
smart business man. He has ability enough to 
anake @ success of your Health Department.” 

MR. WILSON GETS CLIENTS. 

These statements summarize the opinions en- 
tertained in Baltimore—opinions which were 
formed prior to 1875 and have endured. The 
reasons for them areto-be found in Wilson’s 
career a8 @ lawyer and general business man. 
It was a brief career, opening about 1869 and 
closing in 1874, but it was brilliant beyond com- 
paré in Baltimere. At its beginning Wilson 
Wasa young lawyer, that is, he had been ad- 
mitted to the berand was waiting for clients 
at the corner of East Lexington and Nortn 
Charles streets. Another young lawyer, 
Thomas R. Ciendenin, now one of the great 
lights of the Baltimore bar, was waiting with 
bim. They were partners in whatever business 
eame, but Clendenin monopolized the legal 
kuowledge of the firm. Wilson was not inclined 
to study musty books. He yearned for a tield 
in which shrewdness and speculative sagacity 
would have play. Waiting for men to come to 
him for advice of thelrown motion was too 
oe determined to put himself in the way of 
clients, and soon the name of Clendenin & Wil- 
son, attorneys, began to appear on Cards that 
were spread broadcast and in newspapers. 
Thus be drew the attention of the public, in- 
cluding the lawyers, and the latter were horri- 
fied, for they had always considered it a breach 
of professional dignity to seek clients. But the 
borror ana the criticism of his associates at the 
Bar bothered Charlies George Wilson not in the 
least. Clieats and their money came to him and 
his partner and they were happy. Their busi- 
ness grew until they were looked upon as the 
most successful young lawyers in Baltimore. 

** Cleudenin & Wilson are making a great deal 
of money by their practice,” was remarked one 
day to 8. Teakle Wallace, the Nestor of the Bal- 
timore Bar. 

* Not py their practice—by their practices,” 
he answer 

There was a boom in real estate in Baltimore. 
Every man wanted to own his own house. 
Buitding and loan associations were organiz- 
ins everywhere in the city. Charles George 


Wiison’s large mind grasped the opportunity 
presented by them. He associated himself with 








them, and soon ne and his partner were the Bp 


solicitors fur a large number. Their fees for 
searching tities and drawing deeds became 
enormous—for Baltimore practitioners. Yet 
the field was not large enough for Wilson. 
His speculative instinct was aroused, so he 
vurganized three companies with peculiar char- 
acteriatics, fitted to supplement one affother 
aud interplay in a way not before thought of. 
They were the ‘‘Franklin Land and Loan Com- 
pany,” the “Chesapeake Mutual Land and 
Buiding Association,” and the “ Lexington 
Savings Bank, Fire Insurance and Loan Oom- 
pavy.” Their varying titles suggest the inter- 
playing intended. 

The Franklin Company was to purchase and 
sell or lease every Kind of freehold or leaseheld 
property, to buy and sell ground rents, and to 
advance movey for the purchase of houses and 
lund and for their improvement. The Chesa- 
peake Mutual Asseciation had the same pur- 
poses. The Lexington Company varied them 
with the plan ‘to insure property against loss 
by fire—in the discretion of the Direetors,” and 
“to receive savings and deposits, and allow in- 
terest, as agreed upon with the depositor.” The 
capital stock of the Franklin was $400,000, di- 
vided into 1,000 shares of $400 each; the Chesa- 
peake’s was $300,000, divided into 2,000 shares 
of , and the Lexington’s was $300,000, 
divided into’ $100 shares—$1,500,000, and 
6,0U0 shares in all. The stock could be paid up 
at once or at the rate of onedollar a weex. The 
firm of Clendenin & Wilson was the solicitor or 
legal adviser of each company and received 
ecm ation on every loan made, and euch as 
“§ 8 of Directors thought per for other

urer of the Franklin, a Direetor of the Chesa- 
peake, and President of the Lexington, which 
atter was to receive on deposit whatever money 
the other two companies had not loaned out. 
President and Treasurer of each ee re- 
eeived fees or a compensation determined by 


the Directors, so t i 
provided for’ hat Mr. Wilson was fairly well 


REAL ESTATE IN ‘“‘ SWAMPOODLE.” 

It is needless to tell the history of the com- 
panies in detail. The result summarizes it. 

They failed. If they nad not, Charles George 
Wilson would be a great man in Baltimore, and 
somebody else would be President of the Board 
of Health of New-York. Some things of inter- 
est preceded their failure. One was that the 
subscribers to their stock received large divi- 
dends on their investments from 1871 te 1873, 
The companies had apparently made money on 
speculations in real estate in various parts of 
Baltimore, particularly in the choice part, 
known as “Swampoodle.” To tell why the 
ee were more apparent than real would 
nvolve an explanation of the intricate system 
of ground rents, which had its origin in the 
tribute of three arrows paid annually to the 
King of England under the grant to Lord Cal- 
vert, and has since had results in disaster to 
many misguided persons who have bought 
houses here butit on the land subjected to 
unwarrantable charges. 

At all events, thing went well, with Charles 
George Wilson and the land companies. His 
prosperity expressed itself in his life. He lived 
well. He did not ridein ared wagon witha 
dog under it, but if he had so ridden the equip- 
page would not have been more attractive than 
Was the outfit on the front seatof which his 
wife aired"her poodle. He gave entertainments, 
too, and Lynnhaven oysters and beer were 
not uncummon tributes from him to the appe- 
tites of the subscribers to the stock of the com- 
panies at their meetings. 

“Charies George has Ro Small vices,’ re- 
marked one of his old &cquaintances to-day. 
“He don’t believe in frittering himself away on 
petty things. He wouldn’t think of asking as- 
sociates to takeagiass of wine or beer. A 
basketora kegforhim. And I shoulda not be 
surprised if he has made an impression in New- 
York by ordering two baskets of wine at a time 
in Mr. Stokes’s Hoffman Heuse. Mr. Stokes, I 
hear, is his friend and procured his pw place 
for him.” 

Having made money for their comyanies in 
“Swampoodie” and elsewhere, there was yet 
something tobe done for them. There was a 
prospect that the companies would ultimately 
have their immediate —— diminished by a 
necessary reduction of ground rents. A quick 
turn was the thing. _Mr. Wilson saw a chance 
to rid the companies of the city land and en- 
gage them in a big speculation in the making of 
a great fashionable suburb. He took the chance 
in 1872. He bought property te the northwest 
ot Baltimore,and starte what is known as 
the * Highland Park enterprise.” This inclad- 
ed the erection of an evormous hotel, flited 
with modern appliances and furnishsa in the 
most costly manner, in addition to detached 
cottages, which were to be suld at prices based 
on lavish expenditure in building and on ground 
rents far beyond a proper basis of valuation for 
the land. 

The scheme was pretty, and, presumably, was 
predieted on a theory that Baltimorians could 
be made to rush to occupy costl suburban 
homes. Toe result proved it faliacious. Still, 
there are men in Baltimore who think that Wil- 
son was misied by enthusiasm, and that he 
might have been successful but for the sudden 
“slump” in real estate. However that might be, 
the fact is that early in 1874 whispers began 
to be heard that there was somsthing wrong 
with him and the Highland Park enterprise. 
The big hotel was almost completed and 
its furniture had been prepared. but cash 
had become short. Prommissory notes, almost 
without number, had to be issued by the three 
companies which were interested in the enter- 

rise. The Chesapeake Association, by the way, 

ad an interest of five-tenths, and the Franklin 
and Lexington Companies interests of three 
and two tenths respeetively. The promissory 
notes were indorsed by certain of the Directors, 
including Wilson and his partuer. : 


A DOG ON HIS FRONT SEAT, 

While the companies were searching for cash 
Wilson’s equipage continued to bowl through 
the streets, until the dog on the front seat be- 
came an eyesore to the persous worried by the 
search. To lessen the immediate need of money 
and reduce liabilities Wilson proposed to some 
of the tradesmen who hai furnished building 
material, &o,, that they should take cottages 
and surrounding ground and credit the com- 
panies with the extraordinary valuations put 
upon them as assets of the companies. Then 
came arow. Wilson’s Management was quos- 
tioned, and explanations were asked on every 
side. He and his partner for almost a year had 
had exclusive charge of Highland Park and ail 
it contained, with the privilege to use or dis- 

ose Of it as they saw fit. A deed of trust had 
Goss made to them by the Directors of the com- 
panies in the Summer of 1872. Now everybody 
wanted to know what the trustees hdd been 
doing. In privacy some of his fellow-trustees 
asked Wilson to do something to reanimate the 
confidence of his critics, but he insisted on 
doing as he willed. 

The small stock subscribers began to make 
trouble. They wanted to know why their divi- 
dends had been cut off Wilson could do as it 
pleased him todo solong as these continued, 
but as soon as pockets began to ache for lack 
of them # storm arose. Mevtings were held by 
the owners of the aching pockets, but nothing 
definite was done respecting anew manage- 
ment of the company until suits at law had 
been begun by holders of past-due promissory 
notes, and until an action to foreclose a small 
mortgage on the property had been started. 
Then oneof the stockholders of the Franklin Com- 
pany began an equity proceeding ip the Circuit 
Court of Baltimore City. In his complaint he 
made extraordinary charges against Charies 
George Wilson and his fellow-Directors. The 
first charge was one of deliberate fraud on the 

art of Wilson. It was that, although he had 

een authorized as the agent and solicitor of 
the three cempanies to buy the Highland Park 
property for them, he had bought it in his own 
name for $216,000, and then he and his wife 
had conveyed it to the companies for $28,000 
more. 

Atthe timeof the conveyance, it was charged, 
Wilson reserved to himsel!, under a lease, about 
twenty acres of the best land, at an annual 
ground rent of $2,557 12, representing at 6 per 
cent. @ valuation for the land of $42,618 66, 
which sum he was to have the ultimate privilege 
of paying for the full ownership of the property 
and in extinguishment of the ground rents. By 
this lease, it is apparent, a value for the land in 
Highland Park was at once fixed, a value far 
beyond the price at which it had been held by 
its previous owners. Beyond the wrong con- 
tained in the procurement of the lease of the 
best land, under the eircumstances it was 
cLarged that Wilson having, with his partner, 
been made a trustee of the Highland Park prop- 
erty, fraudentiy conveyed the title to the leased 
land, or, as 10 is spoken of in Maryland, to the 

round rents, to his brother for $31,944, or 

10,000 less than he had been given the privi- 
lege to pay for them, the conveyance bein 
made when the land had acquired additiona. 
value from the improvements on the adjoining 
property. 

A RECEIVER WANTED. 

It was further charged that Wilson increased 
the cost of the hotel and cottages to the land 
companies, for which he was a trustee, by ex- 
acting commissions from tradesmen who fur- 
nished lumber, bricks, mortar, &c. The Direct- 


ors of the companies were declared to be under 
his influence and to have acted incollusien 
with him to defraud and render the companies 
insolvent, as the complainant insisted they 
had become. The prayer of the complainant 
was, therefore, that ali the illegal and fraudu- 
lent acts done by Wilson and others should be 
revoked, that an accounting should ‘be enforced, 
and that a receiver should be appvinted to 
wind up the affairs of the Franklin Oom- 

any, distributing whatever assets it might 

e found to possess. But this suit 
was not pressed. it was evidently begun to 
exert a pressure on Wilson stronger than that 
which be had resisted. It. succeeded. He and 
his eo gave up the trust they had held and 
the Highland Park property was mortgaged to 
Director John Abern as‘tfustee for himself and 
other Directors who had indorsed about $209,- 
000 of promissory notes. 

Then Wilson and his associates were induced 
to surrender their ettices in the companies. Be- 
fore they did it they discovered that it was 

roper for them to sell assets of the companies 

or paid-up.stock and obligations. A number of 
them profited by this discovery. Deeds of land 
and houses were given to them and they stepped 
out calmly. New Boards of Directors were 
chosen and went to work to find seme 
money. They could not find any and 
were made sad. The new President 
of the three companies—Henry McShane, the 
bell founder, who only died several weeks ago— 
began an investigation of the books, but he had 
not proceeded far when the other Directors 
brightened up and stopped him. They told 
him, as he afterward testified, “that there 
were plenty of assets; that they had found 
everything right with reference to Clendenin 
and Wilson, with the exception of some trans- 
actions for sales of property and oex- 
changes of stock which occurred about two 
weeks before they ceased to be Directors.” 

Somebody had given the new Directors a 
“tip’—had shown them how they might get out 
of the companies without loss—and as tney 
were business men. who had gone into the com- 
panies for outside profit, and had little time to 
manage such matters, they were glad enough of 
the h Wilson was their le- 
gal adviser, as he had been of their predoces- 


tors authorized the sale of property etill owned 
by the Franklin 1 Chesapeake Companies in 
“Swampoodle.” The purpose of the sale was 
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sors. ‘ 
Shortly after they took office the new Direc 
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strange ones to effeet such a result. The feat- 
ure of these was the agreement to reeeive one- 
third of the purchase money in oash and two- 
thirds in stock at par, or one-third in obligations 
of the companies in lieu of cash. Tne sale 
took place and the Directors were present. 
They were not there to see that big prices were 
got. On the contrary, they dia not bi 
against one another. They bought property fo 
themselves, and paid for it with their stock 
aud with obligations of the companies which 
Charles George Wilson, in some mysterious 
way, procured for them at 15 per cent. discount. 
Thus the cash that would have gone to the com- 
anies for the settlement of debts was diverted 
om them; thus the Directors got 15 per cent. 
on this cash, when other purchasers, who 
paid all cash, getonly 10 per cent., and thus 
the Directors were, in their. minds, relieved of 
possible loss through the insolvency of the com- 
panies.. The Maryland jaw does not attach re- 
sponsibility to such a stockholder beyond the 
tuce value of the stock held. Having got real 
estate for their paid-up stock, the Direetors and 
their friends seemed to be in very good shape. 


IN THE COURTS. 

But the result of all this was that instead of 
being in a position to prosecute anybody who 
might be found to have dono wrong in the man- 
agement of the affairs of the companies, they 
soon found themselves defendants in suits 


wherein they were charged with fraud. It was 
an unpleasant position indeed, and if Machia- 
velli1, with his own ends to serve, had peen 
their adviser, it could not have been more 
skillfully contrived, In the suits thus brought, 
the Citizens’ National Bank of Baltimore was 
the plaintiff. It held promissory uotes of ail 
three companies, on which it had sued without 
benetit atlaw. The new actions it brought in 
equity in the Circuit Court of Baltimore City. 
Its main ground for relief was this 
action of the Directors in purchasing the 
property of the companies and payiag for 
it with atock which it insisted had 
value only tothe extent of the assets of the 
companies which mightremain after the pay- 
ment of all debts of the companies. It charged 
that very little cash had been procured from 
the sale of the property; that the companies 
were insolvent, and that the sales for stock 
diminished the assets of the companies and 
would, if not declared void, work a fraud on all 
creditors and alsoon stockholders who had not 
bought property and whe would have to pay up 
their stock subscriptions in full and gét noth- 
ing imgreturn. The bauk therefore asked for the 
dissulution of the companies and the appoint- 
ment of receivers to wind up their business. 

Temporary receivers were appointed at once, 
yet the Directors of the companies insisted that 
they were not insqlvent. They insisted upoa 
going on, declaring that the purpose of the 
companies was to buy and sell real estate. 
They proposed to sell more. property, but the 
bank stopped them by injunction, charging 
that the previous sales were * made cellusively 
by the said associations for the purpose of 
withdrawing assets from the reach of your 
orator aud other bona-tfide creditors and for the 
purpose of enabling such shareholders us should 
unitein such frauiulent practices to convert 
their valueless shares into assets properly ap- 
plicable to the paymen§ of debts, in mani- 
jest fraud upon the rights ot ereditors.’ 
The receivers first appointed were George 
Appold and Robert D. Morrison. They kept 
coutrol until December, 1874, when they were 
made permanent receivers, with Samuel Snow- 
den and Joseph Friedenwald. Mr. Appoild is 
an uncle of Charles George Wilson. He is 
a wealthy man, engaged in the leather busi- 
ness. He has long been interested in real estate, 
and he sold much of it to the land companies. 
Mr. Snowden is a lawyer, and as such he began 
the suit for the dissolution of the Frankiin Com- 
pany, in which Wilson was charged with fraud, 
but which was not pressed. 


GOT ‘* THE USUAL COMMISSION.” 

In his testimony in the trial before Commis- 
sioner Tidy, Receiver Appold told some inter- 
esting matters. He said he was a stockholder 
in the three companies and had sould real estate 
to them. He was sure thaton the real estate 


sold them by him the companies had realized a 
protit. It turned out that this profit was main- 
ly represented by the high ground rents which 
had been created upon it, and which had besn 
accepted by the owner of the Highland Park 
preperty in part payment for it. 

“ Dia you,” 
on Welf and Chase streets direct to the com- 
pany yourself or did you sell through any otner 
person ?” 

** We made the deed directly to the company.”’ 

“T repeat the question.” ; 

* T made the sale.” , 

“Did youemploy any broker or other agent 
in making the sale?” 

“« [ did.” 

“Whom did you employ ?” 

“T employed Mr. Cnaries George Wilson.” 

“Did you pay Mr. Wilson a commission, and 
if so, how much?” 

“I did; theusual commission. I don’t kuow 
exactly the amount,” 

“Was or was not Mr. Wiison a Director in 
that company cr either of them at that time ?” 

**Not tomy know!edge.” 

So, from _ this, it appears that Mr. Charles 
George Wilson bougut from his unole property 
tur a corporation, or corporations, of which he 
Was an agent, and accepted a eommission for 
the sale. If this is nota violation of the ethics 
of the legal profession, to which he belonged, 
no act ever violated them. [t is not good 
morals for a man, bound to another for the pro- 
curement of a contract for him, te accept a 
compensation from the other party to the con- 
tract. Every code of morals recognizes the 
danger of such an entanglement; but Mr. 
Charles Geerge Wilson was above morals, It is 
& significant fact that Receiver Appold, in his 
testimony, found it necessary to deny that he 
had been appointed through Mr. Wilson’s infin- 
ance, and that he had agreed to give Mr. Wil- 
son his fees as receiver. ° 


CHILDREN OF ISRAEL WRATHFUL. 
Long before the affairs of the three compa- 
nies were adjusted Lawyer Charles George Wil- 
son found it good to leave Baltimore and start 
on that career in Wall-street in which success 
had been predicted for him, Baltimore had be- 


come an unpleasant place. He had met too 
many scowling faces on the streets. He had 
seen the fingers of Hebrew shopkeepers twitch 
convulsively in the direction of his throat. Ob- 
jurgations of the lips were hard, but the victims 
of the land companies were willing, if oppor- 
tunity served, to indulge in those of’ the arms. 
Charles George Wilson ig not cowardly. He may 
even have heen in the Confederate Army, as he 
said, apologetically, he was the other day; 
but no man can atand the ' Hebraic 
wrath of Lexington and Baltimore streets 
daily without losing some mental force, 
and just before Charles George left that wrath 
became almost too great to be restrained. The 
courts had decided that every subscriber to 
shares of the Franklin, Chesapeake, and Lex- 
ington pony carves must pay the supscriptions 
in full, and howls of agony had gone up to the 
God of Israel. A decision was alsu expected 
that the persons who had purchased property 
from the compapies with their stgak must pay 
for the property in cash or relinquish it. Lad 
decision came, but Charles George Wilson was 
in Wall-street. 

Anybody who wants to know how much 
meney the receivers of the three companies 
collected and how much they distributed is at 
liberty to search the records in the Circuit 
Court of Baltimore City. A shabbdier lot ef 
papers were never put on file. A very painful 
consideration of them may reveal all the facts 
An examination sufficient for purposes other 
than those of creditors has shown that. the 
Highland Park property did not bring enough 
at sale to satisfy the claims against it; that 
judgments for  defieiency. were rendered 
against the Directors of- the three com- 
panies who indorsed their notes and 
took a mortgage en the roperty as se- 
curity; that only twe or ree of the in- 
dorsers paid the judgments, and that Charles 
George Wilson and his partner were not among 
them. His partner, it is said, toek the benefit 
of the Maryland Insolvency act. elver 
Snowden is autherity for the statement that 
Charlies Geerce Wilson compromised all the 
claims ainst him for $300 and then settled 
down in New-York to await the summons to 
be the successor of Gen. Alexander Shaler in 

6 Health’Board. It is said. here that as Gen. 

haler had something to do with real estate the 
incumbency of the last Health Commigsioner 
does not count between him and Charles George 
Pa gs We don’t understund it. It may be a 
joke. 





ROBERT WINTHROP’S EIGHTY YEARS. 
Boston, May 12.—The Hon. Robert C. Win- 
throp was eighty years old to-day, and many 
friends called at his Summer home in Brookline 
to pay their respects.

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WHITE AND BLACK AT ODDS. 


RACE WARFARE IN THE STREETS OF 
A LOUISIANA VILLAGE. 

NEW-ORLEANS, May 12.—Gretna, a yjllage op- 
posite the Fourth District of New-Orleans, but 
in the parish of Jefferson, was early this morn- 
ing the scene of much disorder. It has about 
two thousand inhabitants, three-quarters of 
them colored, mainly longshoremen, levee la- 
borers, and oil-mill employes. A week ago the 
white fire company paraded, winding up with a 
serenade of its officers. Some of the men in line 
were insulted by drupken negroes, who were 
roughly handled, and in turn one of the latter 
stabbed two of the firemen, one seriously. Two 
negroes were arrested, but the colored Justice 
of the Peace, named Higgins, released them on 
their own recognizances. This intensified the 
bad feeling, and when, a day later, the colored 
Odd Fellows paraded and had their anniversary 
picnic word was sent over to the city that in- 
cendiary speeches were made and the negroes 


were going to attack the whites. The Chief of 
Police, with a Police Commissioner, hurried 
several patrol wagonloads of police across, but 
every thing was fuund to be gniet. 

At 2 o’cliock this morning the engine house of 
the celored tire company was found to nave 
been set on fire. I'he flames spread and de- 
stroyed the residence of VU. F. Brown, the col- 
ored Representative in the Legislature. In the 
engine house were stored tive muskets belong- 
ing to a colored militia company and some am- 
munition, the explosion of whieh led to excited 
Treporte of the negroes attacking the whites. Tne 
White company’s fire engine was out of repair, 
and the building was aliowed to burn down, de- 
stroying the hand fire engine therein. This fire 
was not over when the colored Baptist enurch, 
twe or three blocks away, was found to be on 
fire. This jikewise burned to the ground, car- 
rying with 1t the dwelling houses of two or 
three white families adjoining. This intensified 
the excitement. The word was pussed along 
that the negroes were burning the town. A call 
was made un the city for police. Gangs of 
ruttians went from the city bent on mischief. 

‘Then Came a negro hunt through the streets 
of the village and along the levee. No negro 
could show his head but he was made a mark 
of, and the firing was kept up until daylight. 
Meanwhile every negro in Gretna who could 
hobbie along took to the swamp inthe rear or 
hid away in the oil mill. Noone was killed so 
far as KnOWD, but two nexroes were shot; one, 
Chariey Hatton, dangerously, in the back, while 
running away, and Charley Purper in the arm. 
A white man. Ed Rossner, shot himself in the 
hand while playiug with his revolver. The 
white milit.a company, the Jefferson Guards, 
soun assembled and patrviled the streets. 
At noon a mass meeting of white men was held 
at the Court House and a Committee of Safety 
appointed to devise’ means for the protection of 
the tewn. A part of the programme will be to 
notify obnoxious negroes to leave town. Among 
those are Justice of the Peace Higgins. Well- 
disposed negroes are ivaving the town in drovea 
and going to the city, carrying their househola 
gvods with them. It is feared that there will be 
more trouble. 











THE RESULT OF A MIDNIGHT QUAR- 


REL IN POUGHKEEPSIE. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y,, May 12.—Last night 
at midnight several of the young men of the 
town were going down Main-street on their 
way home. Among them was Edward Brophy, 
Two students temporarily at school here were 
behind them going in tne same direction. 
Their names are J. H. Davenport andc. W. 
Hill, Davenport being a resident of Day- 
ton, Texas, and Hill of Augusta, Texas. 
As they were about passing the town 
boys, they accidentally or otherwise 
bumpea against each other. A  quar- 
rel ensued between them, and Davenport and 
Brophy agreed to go into a side street and fight 
itout, They went tothe corner ef Bridge and 
Washington streets and- pulled off their coats, 
hud the fight hegan. Brophy got Davenport's 
aead under his arm and pounded him 
untii he thought he had enough and let 
him go, and Davenport ran away. 

Hill started to run and wus struck in the 
face. Suddenly one of Bropny’s companions 
discovered that Bropby’s clothes were bloody 
and tound that ne had been stabbed. They 
walked him throuch Washiugton-street to the 
Northern Hotel, where he fainted from less of 
blood. Then they carried nim to Dr. Porteous’s 
ottice in Mill-street, and Dr. Porteous examined 
him. Three stab wounds were found In his left 
Bide, between the fifth and eignth ribs, two of 
which penetrated the lung. A cab was sent for 
and Brophy was taken to his home, 5 Albany- 
atreet, where he becume unconscious anid re- 
mained so until this morning, when he rallied, 
but Dr. Wilson believes he will die. 

Both Hill and Davenport -were arrested at 
their boarding house. Davenport was found 
secreted in a holein the cellar. He confessed 
that he had stabbed Brophy and said there was 
@ mob about him and he was frightened. He 
said he committed the deed with a penknife and 
threw itaway. The knife has not yet heen 
found. The police believe he used a dirk knife 
and say he wus seen to have a dirk one day last 
week. When be was found he had shaved off 
his mustache and packed his trunk and made 
other preparations for a hasty departure. He 
is about twenty-five years old and has a wife 
and two children at Dayton, Texas. His father 
is said to be wealthy. He will have an exam- 
ination to-morrow. 

To-day he was taken to Brophy’s bedside, and 
Brophy fully identified him as his assailant, 
asking him: ‘‘Why did you cut me?” Daven- 
port’s answer was not audible. He boarded at 
4 Fallkill-place with elght or nine other stu- 
dents. Brophy is a giassblower. His mother 
is dead and he is the main support of his aged 
father and other memuvers of the family.

DID AGENT HENDRICKSON COMMIT MUR- 
DER AT SAYREVILLE ? 

Nrew-BRunNsWICK, N. J., May 12.—Deteotives 
this afternoon arrested M. H. Hendrickson, Gen- 
eral Freight and Passenger Agent of the Rari- 
tan River Railroad, at his house in South Am- 
boy. ‘He is charged with the murder of George 
Kessinger last Sunday in the riot at Sayreville. 

The charge was preferred by Edwin Furman, 
whose lands Hendrickson and his men tres- 
passed upon to lay track. Hendrickson protests 
entire innocence of the death of Kessinger. He 
says he waa not present. 

t has been stated that Hendrickson led the 
railroad men, but fled whén the fighting began. 
No afficulty was experienced in making the 
arrest, very few knowing of the intention of 
Prosecuting Attorney Rice, and no demonstra- 
tion was made either here or at South Amboy. 
The prisoner is held here without bail. 


THE CHEROKEE STRIP. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark, May 12.—An Indian Ter- 
ritory special says: The Cherokees are some- 
what exercised over the attitude of Chief Joel 
B. Mays with regard to the sale of the Cherokee 
strip to the United States. tome time ago Pres- 
ident Harrison appointed three Commissioners 
to learn the views of the Cherokees and con- 
clude the purchase. The initial step in this 


L aetg paces is the calling together of the Chero- 
ee Legislature for approval of the sale. Chief 
Mays, however, refuses so far to convene the 
Legislature for sueh purpose. A majority of 
the Indians are opposed to the sale and sustain 
Mays. A powerful minority is urging him to 
convene the Assembly and settle the prices to 
be paid for the land. It is understood the Com- 
missioners will offer $1 75 per acre, but the 
Cherokees are not likely to accept that figure, 
holding that four or five aollars per acre would 
be no more than the land is wortn. 

While the diversity of opinion as to the sale 
at apy price is very great, it is understood that 
if the 6,000,000 acres embraced in the strip 
could be disposed of for $24,000,000 to the 
Government a sale might be effected. Unless 
Chief Mays can be prevailed upon to convene 
the Legislature it would seem as if the object of 
the Commissioners would be defeated, as no 
purchase can be made without the sanction of 
that body. 








THE CONNEOTICUT BIBLE SOOIETY. 
Nuw-HaveEn, May 12.—The eighty-first annual 
meeting of. the Connectieut Bible Society has 
closed with gratifying reports of progress in 
the various branches of its work.

STRIKING AT FAVORITISM 


EVILS OF “INFLUENCE® IN 
THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
SECRETARY TRACY’S ORDER ABOUT 
PAY OFFICERS CAUSING MUCH EX- 

CITEMENT AMONG FAVORED MEN. 

WASHINGTON, May 12. —Seoretary of the 
Navy Tracy’s general order regarding the as- 
signments todnty of the pay officers of the 
navy is likely to give Gen. Tracy an oppor- 
tunity to show some of the officers connected 
with his department whether heis the real or 
the nominal head of that branch of the Govern- 
ment, Like several of his predecessors, Sevre- 
tary Tracy has found evidenees of something 
that looks very much like favoritism in thé 
assignment of naval officers to duty in Wash- 
ington and. elsewhere, and he has not been 
pleased with the discovery. 

The Secretary’s attention was called to the 
subject of pay officers’ assignments by what 
seemed to him a rather remarkable number of 
requests from pay directors to be put to work. 
Pay Directors are the highest officers in that 
branch, of the service, «und Gen. Tracy found 
that, of the thirteen such officers, seven, or 
more than one-half, were on waiting orders, 
while the stations that wou!d naturally be as- 
signed to them were filled by pay officers of an 
inferior rank. The pay of an officer on waiting 
orders is much less than when on active duty, 
the difference in the case ef a Pay Director 








being about one thousand dollarsayear. Sec- 
retary Tracy felt the force of the ar- 
guMent that, if any of the officers had 


to be placed on waiting orders, they should be 
those of the luwer grades, as they were the 
younger men, while tne higher and older oiti- 
cers, Who are svon to go On the retired list, 
should be allowed to earn as much salary as 
they could. He saw no reason why higher-pay 
otlicers should be put oa reduced pay in order 
that inferior officers, who happened to have 
“Influence” with the assigning power, wight 
have berths in which to secure the highest pay 
allowed to (heir grades. ‘ 

The result of Gen. Traey’s investigation was 
the issuance of the general order yesterday, 
Duming the stations to which pay officers of 
the different ranks sball be assigned, and clos- 
ing it with this significant sentence: * Otlicers 
oOo! lower rank at present holding positions in 
conflict with the general order will be relieved 
as early a8 practicable by those of the re- 
quired rank.” Under this order, nearly or 
guite ali the pay directors now on walting 
orders will be assigned te active duty, and if 
it is fuund necessary to place apy olfisers on 
Walting orders, it will not be practicable to 
select them through anything like favoritism. 
The order has been read with the liveliest 
interest by all branches of the service, 
tor 1t is felt that if Secretary Tracy 
breaks up favoritism in the assignmentof pay 
otticers, he will do the sawe In any other branch 
in which he may tind 1%. The order has hardly 
been 1n force long enough to develop trictivn in 
carrying it out, but it will be contrary to the 
generai expectation if the Secretary does not 
hear ioud aud vigoreus protests frum some of 
those who have benefited by the old system. 
Gep. Tracy is understood, however, to be deter- 
mined that the order shall be fully obeyed, 
friction or no iriction.

It begins to look as if the halcyon days of the 
Nation had come for the high«tariff men and the 
pension sharks, A short cut to higher duties 


is to be made through the Custom Houses, in- 
stead of by the usual but more roundabout 
method of legisiation. The Pension Commis- 
sioner, whose sensibilities are affected by the 
discovery that so small a pension ag $1 a month 
is paid, deciares that he prupuses to callin all 
pensions lower than $4 # month and issue them 
at not jess than $1 a week. 

When he dogs this generous thing it will be 
interesting to Know what has become of the 
law under which pensious of less than $4a 
mMenth were granted. There bas been only one 
Democratic Commissioner of Pensions since 
the war of. the rebellion. The retiections of 

+Commiussioner Tanner are therefore cast’ upon 
along line ot Republican Commissfoners who 
must be assured.to have been less generous 
than. Mr. ‘Tanner, or less acute to discover the 
exient to which the Commiesioner could exer- 
cise his generosity. It will also be interesting 
to observe whether the pension agents will 
come in for ashare ef Commissioner Tanner’s 
generosity. Thereis the pension agents’ com- 
mission, and they may reasonably expect him 
to do something to manifest his gratitude for 
the high position into which they thrust him, 

Ir the Pension Oilice gives notice thatit is 
prepared to advance the rate of ali pensioners 
receiving less than $4 a month, it is not at all 
unlikely that about that time each of the pen- 
sioners of the class referred to will receive 
notice froma cisim agent of his readiness to 
push his ease speedily through Commissioner 
Tanner’s office. If the fee is the usual one, and 
each of the pensioners now receiving less than 
$4 can be induced to appiy for an increaee, it 
will be a neat little prize of $700,000. 
It will show how indifferent Turner is 
to @ matter of money, when patriotism 
and the pension agents are concerned. Tne 
pension agents have had their eyes on the sur- 
pius for several years. ‘Chey would be glad to 
take it, and the way that Commissioner Tanner 
suggests would be an acceptable one no doubt. 
It would be unusual, to say the least, fer the 
Pension Office to take up these 70,000 eases 
without solicitation or intervention, and the 
pension agents would probably find it too irreg: 
ular to be countenanced. 

Mr. Tanner is in favor of several other ‘‘im- 
provements” that he might manage to adopt 
without the nit pare of Congress. He would 
have the record of the acceptance of a soldier 
regarded as evidence that he was sound when 
enlisted, the Government to be obliged to prove 
the contrary. He would continue a pension to 
a widow or dependent relative, whether the pen- 
sioner died of wounds or disease resulting from 
servieeornot. He would extend the arrears limit 
to Jan. 1, 1889 or 1888. He would grant pen- 
sions to all survivors of rebel prisons witneut 
requiring them to prove that disability arose 
from imprisonment. He would extend several 
classes of pensions from 25 to nearly 50 per 
cent., and would equalize all bounties. Any- 
thing that has the suggestion of increase in it 
ought to be as grateful to the pension attorneys 
as an epidemic to undertakers.

THE OHAKLESIONS SPEED. 


SHE PROMISES TO BE ONE OF THE 
FASTEST CRUISERS AFLOAT. 

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., May 12,—The cruiser 
Charleston ieft port yesterday morning, stesm- 
ing south for sixty miles, and turning north 
again, went ahead under full head of steam, 
making an average speed of eighteen and one- 
quarter knots, with a development of 5,500 
horse power and 107 revolutions of her 
engines per minute. This record was main- 
tained for a period of seventeen minutes. This 
is the first time that the official record has been 
taken of the cruiser’s speed in connection 
with her horse-power development, and it es- 
tablishes the fact that, as the Charieston stands, 
she is one of the fastest modern fighting ma- 
chines afloat, not only of her type, butinclusive 
of the entire class of cruisers in American or 
foreign navies, 

The starboard high pressure’s slide, which 
developed some hard spots in the steel on the 
trip outward from San Francisco, and which it 
was hoped had been eliminated, compelled the 
starboard engine to lower its speed, and the 
highest development of steam power for four 
continuous hours was therefore made impossi- 
ble. The port engine coutinned to run at full 
speed for more than an hour, behaving per- 
fectly, but was then allowed to decrease to 
about ninety revolutions, under which speed 
both engines were driven till the ship hb re- 
turned to her anchorage off this port last night. 
At speeds up to eighty revolutions, the vacuum 
of the alr pumps was maintained at twenty- 
pd en inches, falling off a little at the highest 
speed. 

The highest speed was attained under forced 
draught, which was employed for the firat time; 
but during the entire run a quantity of steam 
from the boller was in excess of the require- 
ments and was blowing oft from the escape 
pipe. No trouble was experienced with the 
three other steel slides, the one mentioned caus- 
ing all the trouble encountered. There is an 
evident feeling of disappointment among the 
representatives of the Union [ron Works on 
board. Upon the other hand, the naval officers 
are uniform in their contidence and pride in the 
new ship, and the view is held that she will 
easily attain more than 19 knots when permit- 
ted to employ her full power. Chief Engineer 
F. A. Wilson of the Naval Examibing Board, in 
speaking of the ship’s exploit, remarked: 

*There wae not a crank pin, bearing, or 
jeurnal warm, and this bas neverin wy expe- 
rience been equaled. There was not a tendency 
to heat shown by-either main or thrust bear- 
ings. Ounce remedy the minor ditticulties de- 
veloped to-day, #hd the cruiser bids fair to 
equal 120 revolutions to the minute, with a 
consecutive speed, under the recurds shown to- 
day, exceeding nineteen knots. To my view she 
promises to beoneof the fastest ships of her 
class afloat.” 

The expressions made by other naval offieers 
are of the same complimentary and confident 
character. It is ex)ected that the Churleston 
will leave ee to-day, and she will probably 
run north, but beyond this no announcement 
has been made.

Secretary Tracy in speaking of the trial said 
that the word “ fallure’’ as used in the dispatch 
perhaps needed some qualification. , It did not, 
he said, mean that the vessel was shown to be 
unable to fulfill the requirements of the con- 
tract. The failure was due to certain conditions 
which could no doubt be remedied easily.

THE TERRIBLE VENGEANCE 


WRONGED HUSBAND. 

CINCINNATI, May 12.—The most sensational 
crime that Ciueinnati has Known for a loug 
period disturbed breakfast this morning in the 
elezant Kenilworth flat houses on West Seventn- 
street. Eighteen months ago Morris J. Bianc 
came here from Boston, where he had peen the 
Superintendent of a pyrotechnio establish- 
ment. Blanc secured a similar position 
with the Dienl Fireworks Company in 


this city. He had been divorced from 
his wife in Boston, leaving with: her two 
ciildren, but bringing one, Florence, a beauti- 
ful chiid of six, with him. Common report bad 
it that he had still a third wife im Engiand. He 
admitted coming from England, but refused 
any information regarding his connections 
there, exvept that his father was immensely 
rich, a stutement borne out by the fact that he 
Was regularly in receipt of large sums from 
England, which he spent on the richest cloth- 
ing and furnishings for his house, 

Last August, waiking down Fourth-street, he 
Was attracted by an unusually-pretty woman, 
with whem ne manag to scrape up an ac- 
quaintance. The@voman was the divorced wire 
of Charles Overdick, and the trial which re- 
leased her from her husband was exceedingly 
sensational, After a courtship of bu&é afew 
days, the couple were married and began house- 
keeping at the Kenilworth, the woman having 
a girl, Edith, about the age of Blano’s daughter. 
From the first the couple disagreed, and soon 
Blane became cunvinced of his wife’s intidelity, 
He would. accuse her in the most violent lan- 
guage, and then his great love weuld overcome 
him, and he wouldforgive her. Friday night 
he traced her toa notorious house, where she 
was found with Harry Heffmar, a handsome 
gambler, who escaped. 

Blane remained away from his home until 
last evening, when he returned and quarreled 
violently with his wife. Finally she declared 
she would leave him, and locked herself ina 
servant's room. Blanc walked the floor all night. 
At 8 o’cluck this morning, while Mrs. Blanc’s 
daughter had gone to the street, Blanc stepped 
into his wife’s room and asked if she atill in- 
tended leaving him. She said yes, whereupon 
Bianc shot her in theright temple. He then 
went toufront room, and calling Florence to 
his side, shot her while he kissed her. He then 
shot himselfin the right temple. Both he and 
the ehild are dead and the woman is dying. 
Blanc left two letters, one to the public and 
one to hisemployer accusing Hoifman of ruin- 
ing his home,

GETTING READY FOR AN UNUSUALLY 


BIG RUSH THIS SEASON. 

Kingston, N. Y., May 12.—The warm weather 
has caused the hotel and boarding house men 
all through the Catskill Mountain range to re- 
joice, and they say that the season of 1889 
promises to be a most successful one. The 
number of applications for rooms for the early 
part of June and all through the Summer is an- 
usually large. New houses and additions to 


older structures have been built at West Hur- 
ley, ‘Shakan, Boiceville, Phoenicia, Palenville, 
Cairo, Durham, Shandaken, Big indian, Pine 
Hill, Roxbury, Gllboa, Stamford, Hobart, and 
elsewhere, and the aggregate eapacity for en- 
tertaining guests is fully 10,000 more thun last 
season. ; 

Few changes will De made in the management 
of the hotels. The Overlook Mountain House 
will be in charge of J. H. Robinson of New-York 
City. W. F. Paige will run the biz Hotel Kaater- 
skill; the Beaches, the Ola Catekill Mountain 
House; the Cornelis, the Grand; Dr. Churchill, 
Churchill Hall;.Tremper, the Tremper House, 
and Schutt, the Laurel House. The hotel men 
anticipate a craze for athletics, and at the larger 
houses much money is being spent in preparing 
lawn tennis, polo, and baseball grounds.

PRIOH TWO CENTS, 
ON FIRE IN MID-OCEAN 


PERIL OF THE 
ON 1H RUGIA. 
FLAMES AMONG THE COTTON IN THE 

CARGO—PREPARATIONS TO ABANDON 


THE SHIP—MUCH LOSS CAUSED. 

PLYMOUTH, May 12.—The Hamburg-American 
Line steamer Rugia, Capt. Karlowa, from New- 
York May 2 for Hamburg, which arrivea here 
at2 P. M, to-day, reports that the eotton in her 
afterhold was spontaneously ignited on the 
night of May 8. The fire burned flereely, but 
Was quenched after five anxious hours, during 
which everything had been got in readiness to 
abandon the steamer. One hundred and thirty 
burning cotton bales were jettisoned. 

Great fright prevailed among the passengers, 
who remained on deck for forty-eight hours 
Through the efforts to quench the fire thecabins 
were flooded and two-thirds of the passengers’ 
luggage was spoiled, Much praise is given the 
Captain and crew for their exertions. Two of 
the crew were injured. It is feared that the 
steamer’s cargo is greatly damaged. 

After the fire had gained censiderable head- 
Way some of those on board made preparations 
to desert the ship, but were prevented from 
doing so by the Captain, who threatened them 
with a revolver. When the iron bulkhead goors 
were opened the heat became so intense that 
many passengers were scurched, and the cotton 
bales around the passengers’ luggage took tire. 
Casks of lard, which formed part of the vessel’s 
cargo, also furnished fuel for the flames. 

Hope had been well abandoned and boats had 
been lowered to leave the threatened steamer 
when it occurred to the Captain to try steam 
instead of water against the fire. This plan 
Was putin execution and proved successful. 
The passengers have presented the Captain 
with an address, and the crew with various 
gifts, as evidences of gratitude and estéem for 
their hereic workin the midst of the dangers 
that encompassed them all. 












STRIKERS IN EUROPE. 

BERLIN, May 12.—The whole garrison of Dus- 
seldorf is now on duty in the vicinity of the coal 
Inines for the purpose of preservingorderamong 
the striking miners. Abowi midnight last night 
& mob set fire toan oil factory at Lierenfeld, 
which was consumed. The Muiheim and Duis- 
berg miners have joined in the strike. 

At Schleswig a uumber of pitmen attacked 
their foreman with dazgers and he had to flee 
for his life. A body of infautry arrived there at 
3.o’clock this morning, when the rioters, who 
bad formed into twe bodies, took refuge behind 
a railway embankment and jeered at the troeps. 
Three times the rioters were called upon toe 
disperse, but they refused toobey. The soldiers 
then fired into the crowd, killing six persons, 
one of them a four-year-old child. A woman 
was also wounded. After the firiag the mob 
dispersed. The district bristles with troops. 

The mive owners held a meeting at Essen, 
which was attended by Government ofticials, 
and resolved to raise the wages of the miners, 
but they firmly decline to concede eight hours 
as a day’s labor. 

The first shipment of Belgian coal has arrived 
here. 

At a meeting of miners at Essen to-day it was 
decided to cease work in forty-two collieries to- 
morrow. 


Paris, May 12.—The strike of the weavers in 
the cotton factories at Thizy is ended, mutual 
concessions having been made. 


ENTERTAINING JOHN C. NEW. 
“LONDON, May 12.—Henry S. Wellcome gave a 
banquet this evening in honor of Mr. John C. 
New, wno succeeds ex-Gov. Waller as United 
States Consul General here. Among the guests 
were ex-Gov. Waller, T. P. O’Connor, M. P.; 
Mr. Frederick C. Penfield, ** Max O’Rell,” Mr. 
Hardy, and many prominent members. of the 
American colony. Mr. New made his first 
speech since his arrival bere. He referred to 
Mr. Waller as an able statesman and an nonest 
offieer,-an Achilles in strengtn, and a/ Solomen 
in Wisdom. He wouid be content, he said, if be 
made a“ good second” to Mr. Waller. He con- 
cluded by proposing a toast to Mr. Waijlier, 
whom, he said,he admired for everything except 
his politics. Mr. Walier made a humorous reply, 
in which he attributed his recall’ to Mr. New’s 
palitical management in Indiana. “God for- 
give him!” he added.

RAIDS ON LONDON CLUBS. 
LONDON, May 12.—The police made a raid on 
the Field Club, at7 Park-place, 8t. James-street, 
at 2 o’clock this morning and found gambling 
goingon. Mest of the players were engaged at 
baccarat, and large sums of money were being 


staked. Twenty-one persons were arrested, 
among whom were three English and several 
French and Belgium nobiemen. The prisovers 
were taken in cabs to the Vine-street police sta- 
tion, where they were admitted to ball in the 
sum of £100 each. They are to appear in court 
to-morrow. The police seized £0,000 in the 
rooms of the Field Club. 

A raid was also made on the Adelphi Club, 
where a number of barristers and solicitors 
were found engaged in gambling. Ail were 
taken to the Bow-street police station and bail 
Was in wost cases refused. 

Among those arrested at the Field Club were 
the Ear! of Dudley, Lord Lurgan, Lord Paulet, 
and Baron Ferraro. 





NEUTRAL ZONE AT APIA. 

LONDON, May 12.—The Berlin correspondent 
of the Daily News says that the Samoan con- 
ference has agreed thas a neutral zone shall 
be created at Apia, and that equal rights shall 
be granted to all the powers with regard to 
customs. The correspondent also says that Ger- 
Many has as yet made no slaim for indemnity 
for the killing of Germans by natives in Samoa. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Paris, May 12.—The Jemps says the Cabinet 
has decided to submit to Parliament its new 
scheme in aid of the Panama Canal Company. 

Mr. Whitelaw Reid, the new American Minis- 
ter, arrived here to-day. He was welcomed at 
the railway station by the staff of the United 
States Legation, a deputation from the Franco- 
Ameriean Union, and many American residents, 
Mr. McLane sent his carriage to the station for 
Mr. Reid.

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FISHERMEN OUT IN FORCE 


— 
BUT HE FISH ARE WARY 
AND BITH VBRY SLOWLY. 


‘NORTH RIVER TOMCODS ELUDE THE 


ANGLERS—A RUSH TO JAMAICA BAY 
BUT NO FISH. 

Sunday fishermen were out in force yes< 
tetday and they invaded alt the spots near 
about New-York where fish of various kinds 
swim. The é6arly morning trains running to the 
favorite fishing localities were filled with gen- 
tlemen armed with more or less complicated 
fishing tackle, and itis probable that the ma- 
jority of them spent a vary pleasant day. 

The tomceds in the North River have, beyond 
doubt, come to regard Sunday with wholesome 
awe, They seem to have no use for the day 
when people whoown long lines and heavy 
sinkers and barbed hooks and an ability to come 
inso the possession of sand worms have noth- 
ing better to dothan take possession of the 
whole water front and patiently wait for tom- 
cods to bite. For the last two Sundays the 
sagacious fish have fought shy of the North 
River waters, near the New-York shore, and 
yesterday they pursued the same disheartening 
eourse, 

Hundreds of men and poys, accempanied by 
fishing tackle enough te catch all the tomcods 
in existence, occupied the wal's along the river 
front from One Hundredth to One Hundred and 
Sixtieth street during the day, and divided their 
time between “chucking” their lines and by 
anathematizing the newly-developed bump of 
caution in the particular species of fish they 
were after. Sandwotms were no attraction, ap- 
parently, for the fish, which, during the week, 
regard thein as the choicest delicacies of the 
season, It was a bad day for. tomicods. 

Up the river, away up in the neighborhood of 
One Bunere? and Fifty-fitth-street, the sport, if 
fishing for tomcods can be called sport, was 
somewhat better. The fish came along at times 
at quite a lively rate, and “bit” with amiable 
avidity. Some of the boys up the rive 
succeedéa in catching fifty or sixt i) 
the feeble little fish, and they earned the 
envy of their brethren who were stolidly 
stationed further down thé stream. It wad a 
délightful day to spend on the banks of the 
river, though, and those gentlemen in whom 
the loyé of good fishing has not obtained abso- 
lute control had o Very pleasafit outing. The 
ey rays were gentle and bright, and served 
only to talte thé chill out of the air. 

Fishing for striped bass in the North River 
yesterday was somewhat better fun than fish- 
ing for tomcods. The larger and the gamiér 
fish were a little more reckless in their treat- 
mént of stray sandworms, and several times 
diiring tho day they made it extremely lively 
for the fishermén who were on the banks and 
in boats out in the river. Just off the foot of 
One Hundred ana Tenth-street there was an- 
chored 6 little boat, and init were two young 
mén industriously engaged in fishing for bass, 
They had a fine outfit, and were more than 
fairly successful in eatohing fish. As fast as 
they hauled them in they put them away 
for safe keeping in a sh - basket in 
the bottem of the boat an threw 
over their lines again. About 4 o’clock 
there camé along their way a bass which must 
huve weighed four or tive pounds (one and a 
half pounds is the average weight of North 
River bass) and promptly took in one of the 
hooks hanging from the boats The big tish was 
game and he plunged and darted about in the 
water for a few moments at a tremendous Late. 
The young Man who owned the line to which 
the fish was attached became excited and his 
cowpanion filled up time by hilariously shout- 
ing advice as to the best manner in which to 
land the prize. 

The mors the fish fought the more éxcited be- 

came the young men, hey shouted at each 

other, at the interested crowd on the shore, 

and at the iish, aud performéd somé wondrous 

evelutionsin the boat. Finally the fish made a 

dash for the boat, and both of the young men 

leaned far over on one side of thoir little craft. 

Their combined weight was too much for the 

equilibrium of the craft and in about a second 

beth fishermen were enthusiastically blowing 

water out of their mouths and making frantic 

efforts to gek back to their overturned boat 

They watchea with melancholy eyes their fish 

basket, with all the fish they had caught, their 

oars, andthe rest of their floatable equipment 

sail rapidly up the Hudson toward Albany. 

Some other buats in the heighborhood pursued 

the disappearing articles and captured all ex- 

cept the fish, 

On she little pler at the foot of One Hundred 

and Twenuty-tiftha-street, whi¢h has come to be 

regardeil as the best placein the neighborhood 

trom which to fish for bass, Wozens of men fished 

pretty much allday. ‘Their luck was good, and 

one boy there caught nine siriped bass during 

the afternoon, the aggregate weigaot of which 

wus alittle over ten pounds, 

Broad Channel, that tortuous current in Ja- 
maica Bay for 80 many years known to fishermen 

ot New-York and Brooklyn, was dotted with 

boats yesterday, While a gréat many were hid 

under the railroad trestle. The day was favor- 

able for fishing, wud 1he.tfains were all vrowded 

with knights of the rod and reel. Rods of thick, 

strong joints protruded above the seats and big 

market baskets made footstool’ for party after 

party. ‘ This is nothing buta fish train,” 
marked a young miss in light silk, who Was on 
her way to Rockaway Beach, as she spied the 
paraphernalia of the Sunday sportsmen, and 
curled & pretty lip in scorn, She was thor- 
oughiy convinced of the truth of her assertion 
whén she Saw the cars empty their passengers 
at the numerous fishing stations that have 
sprung up on the long line of trestle asross Ja- 
maica Bay. 

But, alas! how many of those fishermen came 
home disappointed! The news that the biaukfish 
had uppeated in the bay had spread over tho 
city and maby had gone With the expectation 
ot making large catehoes of that species. For 
some reason or Other the blacktish did not tha- 
terializé to any alarming extent. ‘You, seb the 
fishif is betwixt and between,” observed a 
Canarsie boatman, as he stood On the trestle 
watching the boationds of anglers puil up their 
lines to see if the bait was all right. “The 
flounders has pretty much run out and the 
blacktish habin’t really got here yet; but they'll 
be hefe soun, sartainly, sartainly.” 

Ali sorts of exouses Were made for the fish 
not bitihg better. The moon was wronx, tha 
wind Was wrobg, the bait was not right, the 
water Was éither not Warm Gnotgh or too 
warm. Tho tide, of course, was not right; the 
tide never is When the fish do not bite. Ichtbyol- 
ogists have spent much Valuabié time in the 
disevssion a6 to whether fish can hear, owing to 
the fact that they are not supplied with ears, or 
at least visible apparatus for hearing. If they 
can hear, ma cause of their absence from one 
portion of the bay was apparently Owing to a 
band that managed to extricate most remarke- 
ple sounds from instraments 6f brass. ‘Lhe 
band played a good deal, and it is a fact that 
less fish were taken at that point than at any 
other. The fishermen say it is early for black- 
fish yet, but believe that they wili run in short- 
ly. Last Summer grest quantities of them were 
taken in Jamaica Bay 


The fishibgy seasdh at Ptince’s Bay, Staten 
Islaid, Will not open until next week. Yester- 
day the bay was literally dotted with small 


boats and fishermbh, Who had coine down from 
New-York on the midnight boat in order to be 
the fitst on the fishiig grounds, The ocaton 
yesterduy Whe exceedingly small and dis- 
couraging, Biacktish aré yet a scarcity, only 
a few having been caught so far this Beason, 
the priicipal rubs being porgies and eels.

A NEW GAMBLING TOY. 


1H LATEST “SLOT” MACHINE AND ITs 
POSSIBILITIES FOR EVIL. 

A néw style of slot machine has just 
m de its appearance, whith, should it become 
po ular, and there is ne reason to doubt that it 
W J, a8 for ingéntity and fascination it casts 
wil prévious mechanisms into the shade, prom- 
ises to open up a field for petty gambling that 
6 almost unlimited. This new device offers 
to every saloon and resort a miniature raée 
course, perfect in detail, over which, when the 
mechanism is started, five horses run a two- 
minute race. The first of these machines 
brought this city was plated in & popular 


upper Broadway resort ‘much frequented at 
late night and early morning hours by budding 
actors and Ls see ge sports. It at once at- 
tracted admiration and attention. The machina 
rested on a handsome polished pedestal and in 
itself was very simple—arace course with auar- 
ter, half, tnrée-quarter, and finish poles. In 
front of the little starter’s stand were five iron 
horses mounted by little jockeys in full regalia, 
and the whole was covered with a glass dome. 

Had this simply beén the pretty toy that its 

appearance indicated the crowd that gathered 
around would soon have had ita curiosity grati- 
fi and pore left; but after ten or a@ dozen 
nickels had been droppea into the slot it was 
diséovered that instead of being a mere toy, the 
miniature race course was a perfectly square 
and very seductive gambling instrument. Re- 
peated tests proved that the ohances of wianing 
were 6venly divided among the tive little iron 
steeds. What followed this discovery was a4 
perfectly natural result, considering the sur- 
roundings. Petty wagers were placed on the 
horses by five men, each choosing his color. 
Then the nickel was dropped in the slot, the 
race run, and the bettor on the winning color 
took the pet. | 

The pools svarted at 5 cents on a horse. 
Then the wager was doubled, then made a 
quarter, and soon s half dollar, making the 
pool $2 50, At this figurea erowd stood around 
the machine all the evening, and the number of 
would-be “‘plungers” could have kept a dozen 
such machines going. The little race track 
seemed to imbue all who came near it with the 
betting fever, and before midnight several hun- 
dred dollars must have ehapged hands. The 
proprietor of the “resort,” who objects to his 
place being called a saloon, perhaps for the 
reason thatitisran in direct violation of the 
excise laws that govern saloons, rubbed his 
hands with glee. The new attraction made his 
bar business flourish like the green bay tree, 
and besides that,halfshe nickels dropped in 
the slot belonged to him. When it was inti- 
mated that such a game, going on in plain sight 
of passers-by on Broadway, might meet with 
pe ice interference, he held up his hands in 

oly horror and a look of injured innocence 
came into his eyes. ‘‘Game,” indeed, ‘ Police 
interference?’ “ Had things come to such & 
stage that a party of gentlemen could not 
amuse themselves with a toy ?”’ 

It was not until after midnient that. the pos- 
sibilities of this ‘‘toy” were fully brought out. 
Then tho heavier sporting element began to ar- 
rive. They soon bad contre! of the new slot 
machine, and quickly saw its uses, The en- 
trance to the pool was increased, and finally a 
well-known bookmaker’s son, pushing his way 
to the front, took command of aftairs, and an- 
nounced that tickets on the next race might be 
had for $2 each. This was kept up until nearly 
daybreak. Money changed hands rapidly. When 
the writer left, at3:30 A. M. Sunday morning, it 
is safe to say that $500 must have passed from 
pocket to pocket in this way. 

Ail this demonstrates that the new raee-track 
slot machine is a success, but its success and 
adoptien by keepers of barrooms, Dilliard 
rooms, &c., furnishes much food for reflection. 
What will it lead to? i 








WHAT THE DEFENDANTS SAY. 





MESSRS. GILLILAND AND TOMLINSON 
DENY EDISON’S ALLEGATIONS. 
Published details of the lawsuit which 
Thomas A. Edison has brought against Ezra T. 
Gilliland and John ©. Tomlinson were yester- 
day geberally discussed by electricians. The 
charges brought against Mesers, Gilliland and 


Tomlinson éontain allegations of ingratitude, 
and some of the members of the Electric Club 
wonder thereat. 

Mr. Gilliland is President of the club, and 
Mr. Tomiinson is also an officer of it Mr. Eai- 
son is & member, andis Known to have talked 
freely about Messrs. Tomlinson and Gilliland 
before the latter was elected President. It was 
thought that Mr. Gilllland’s election would lead 
to the inventor’s resignation, but it did not. 

Mr. Temiinson said, after hearing that the 
suit bad been brought, that he and Mr. Gilll- 
land haa refrained from discussing the allega- 
tion’, but now they had no altérnative put 
to make formal answer, which would be done 
without delay. He denied the inginuation that 
he was tle beneficiary of the inyentor’s gener- 
osity. He said he did not seek Edison; it was 
rather the other way. 

Both defendants will make a general denial 
in their answer. Mr. Gilliland says that he 
went into the Gilliland eontract agency busi- 
ness On his own capital to make money, and 
that he did not obtain the right to sell the 
phonograph from Mr. Edison without paying a 
consideration for it. When this right was sold 
to Mr. Lippincott the payment for it was made 
in $250,000 worth of the stoek in the Lippin- 
cott company. There was no secret agreement 
before the sale. A variety of claims were 
pending in reference to the phonograph pat- 
ents, and the Lippincott company came in, 
— all the rights, and cleared up the pros- 
pec

TITHE CROP SEASON A WEEK AHEAD IN

RAIN NHEDED. 





The weather tor the week has been marked by an 
entire absence of rain throughout the Southern 
States and the Ohio Valley, this area of no rain 
being larger than that of any other week since the 
issue of the weather crop bulletin. The drought 
conditions in the Ohio Valley have become mere 
threatening, leaving the growing crops in that sec- 
tion in a critical Gondition, if not permanentiy in- 
ae Light showers occurred over New-Engianud

The dr 
week has still further reduced the seasonal deil- 
ciency in raintall throughout the Ohid Valley, where 
the previpitation has beep less than 40 ver cent. of 
the normal. There has been an excéss of rainfall for 
the season mong the Atlantio coast south of New- 
England and from Texas northward to Dakoia. 
There is a slight deficisucy in moisture in the east 
and west portions of the cotton region, and a large 
deficiency in the seasonal rainfall from Mississippi 
aud Alavawa northward to Michigan, 
- The weather during the Week generally through- 
out the southern States and central valleys has 
been unfavorable to the crops, owing to the de- 
ficiency of rain, This has been especially the case 
in the Ohio Valiey, where the total absence of rain, 
combined With unusually high temperature, has 
auvihented the drought conditions previously re- 
ported, and some damage has resulted to wheat, 
vats, and tobacco along the Ohio River. 1t is prob- 
able that this séction will bé visited by rain to-day, 
which may in a measure prevent: extensive ibjury. 
Reports from the cotton belt indicate that the en- 
tire séction is in heed of rain, and owing to cool 


nights it has been fotind necessary to re- 
plant cotto in some sections. Warm 
weather an Hhumeroug showers ih New- 
England and the Middle Atlantic States 


proved tavorable to all crops, the growth of which 
Was unusually rapid, and although the crops are in 
excellent condition, more rain would be beneficial. 
In the Northwest the general effect of the week 
was toimprove the crop conditions, This state- 
ment applies to Minnesota, Dakota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Norvhwest Missouri, and portions 
of Northerh Lilivois.

WEATHER WHICH TEMPTED NEW-YORK- 
ERS FROM THEIR HOMES. 

Gentle northwestern winds, clouds which 
flitted with the sunlight and chased their shad- 
ows over every lawn and square within the 
limits, liiac bunches and the blossoms of: the 
wisteria claimed this city yesterday and made 
it as nearly the abotis of Spring as anything of 
brick and brownstone may be. For what Néw- 
Yorkers suffered Thursday, Friday, and Satur 
day was departed. The sun was still shining 
warmly, but the breathlessness of the air was 


gone. At every corner breezes greeted one. § 
hey Came in at the windows and the doorways 
with all the freshness of the northwest, soft- 
ened by the foliage on the New-Jersey hills and. 
unsharpened by the ocean, : 

There was a very notadie emigration from ths 
city. Poor persons, bearing in mind theexcesses 
of the last naif week, determined to take time 
by its lame leg and trip it In season to get 
across the rivers and into the green tields be- 
yond. So, with luncheon baskets well luden, 
droves of them went to Hoboken, where beer 
and bouquets were plentiful, or to Greenpoint 
and Astoria, where baseball holds court of a 
Sunday, and left the home liquor saloons and 
parks to take care of themselves.

Here isa Yolume which would have been 
pat in 1881, and is not out of date now, 


although we are approaching those years 
which correspond to similar ones a hundred 


years ago, in which the Freneh were ranged 
among our enemies. To speak frankly, it is 
not entirely pleasant reading which Mr. 
John Durand provides for us. It is pleas- 
anter, perhaps, for him, because he lives so 


much in Europe as to become a good deal 
weaned from his native land; but to 
Americans who havé a fair share of 
pride in their country’s honor, there 
are many things in the volume which will 
make them wince. The characters of Sam- 
uel Adams of Massachusetts and Arthur 
Lee of Virginia do not gain when seen in 
the light of the secret reports forwarded 
from America to the French Court in order 
that Vergennes might keep the distant part 
of the checkerboard of politics wellin hand. 
They are found riding or trying to ride two 
horses at once, clamoring for money, 
clothes, arms, and men to help the colonists 
in their revolt, yet squinting all the time 
at a composition with England which 
would deprive the French of all the 
advantages accruing from the sacrifices 
they made and the dangers they ran. 
When peace came, they did not cease 
their efforts to deprive France of all the 
protits possible, although the pretended fear 
that France would tyrannize over the Union 
was no longer tenable. When _ Beau- 
marchais made his claim, which the United 
States was in common honesty, not to 
speak of henor, bound to pay, these pa- 
triots succeeded in placing the stigma 
of dishonesty on our people. Beau- 
marchais died in poverty, and his heirs 
were at last compelled to accept an insig- 
nificant sum in relinquishment of a debt 
contracted when the colonists had not a 
friend to rely on. It is, untortunately, teo 
true that for a large number of the cannon, 
muskets, and equipments which made suc- 
cess possible to Washington’s army the 
United States refused to pay a dollar.’ This 
is mortifying, but it 1s a fact. 

“Two years ago,” writes Mr. Durand, “I 
had occasion to examine certain documents 
on file in the French archives relating to 
the American Revolution, the French 
agency in which cannot be exaggerated. I 
had not read many of them before I came 
to the conclusion that we were not yet as 
well informed about that event as we 
should be—a conclusion fully contirmed by 
@® subsequent examination of tbe various 
histories ef our miagere yr’ France furnished 
a large proportion of the soldiers, arms, of- 
ficers, and military supplies, nearly the 
whole of the navy, and most of the credit 
and money by which the war was success- 
fully terminated. The risk to France was 
great, the cost enormous — amount- 
ing to 1,280,000,000 livres--and the 
effect on the country disastreus, in- 
creasing as_ it ae the financial 
difficulties which led up to the French 
Revolution.” Of course, the purpose of the 
French was to attack England through her 

reatest colony, but the fact that France 
had an object to gain does not exonerate us 
from the reproach of using and abusing, o 
accepting aid and alliances, and showing 
rank ingratitude. John Adams is another 
who outs a poor figtre in these papers. In 
1780 at Parishe defends the payment of 
public debts in the debased paper money of 
the period, and has the hardihood to_main- 
tain that France could not be under too 
much obligation to America for creating 
the war which weakened her hered- 
itary foe. He appears eaten up 
with jealousy of Benjamin Franklin, 
with whom he did not consult at all, 
although they were fellow-Commissioners, 
(Franklin to Vergennes, Passy, Aug. 3, 
1780.) While John Adams muddles in Paris, 
Samuel Adams keeps up a cabal in Congress 
against Washington, aided by the Lees of 
Virginia. Concerning John Adams, the 
opinion of the Count de Vergennes, as ex- 
pressed to Luzerne, is interesting. He does 
not question his patriotism, but finds him 
unfitted for negotiations *‘on account of his 

edantry, stubbornness, and _ self-impor- 
ance, which will give rise to a thousand 
vexations, to the despair of his co-nego- 
tiators.” : 

It is a relief to turn from the narrow pro- 
vincialism and the jealousies of the 
Adamses and Lees to the great figure of the 
Revolution. Luzerne reports: ‘‘ Gen. Wash- 
ington’s kindness and consideration have 
won for him everybody’s affection. The 
natural dignity of his character is mingled 
with a modest familiarity which belongs to 
American habits and which renders him all 
the dearer tothe (French) soldiers, although 
he cannot make himself understood by 
them. The French officers have had the goo 
sense to show greater respect for him and be 
more deferential than the Americans them- 
selves. He receives the extraordinary 
honors paid to him without appearing to 
be surprised, and yet with an air of grate- 
ful acknowledgment.” There are many 
such pen picturesin the reports from vari- 
ous hands translated - Mr. Durand from 
the archives in Paris. Readers will find his 
methods of imparting these extracts very 
agreeable, and historians can hardly fail 
to discover new aspects for a number of the 
chief figures in the Revolution.

The reputation of Mr. Lang as one of the 
cleverest men of letters in England would 
not have been made by these volumes, and 
will not be increased by them. The de- 
lightfal “* Letters to Dead Authors,” were a 
happy hit of the kind that no writer can 
repeat at will. An hour may be pleasantly 
enough passed in looking over ‘*‘ The Let- 
ters on Literaturé,” which, of course, often 
offer a quaint thought or a happy turn of 


expression, but upon the whole seem like a 
dilution of the former series, The limita- 
tion uf space in the original form of publi- 
cation debars the essayist from any- 
thing but a superficial and smattering 
treatment of any literary topic, and such 
a treatment, unless relieved by such a de- 
vice as the attractive mimicry of stylé in 
the “Letters to Dead Authors,” is felt to be 
unsatisfactory when it is presented in a 
book, pleasant enough skimming as it may 
be in the pages of a newspaper. This lim- 
itation is still more distinctly felt in the 
‘Lost Leaders,” which, as the name is seen 
to imply, are collected newspaper articles. 
Considering that nearly every busy man of 
letters from at least Coleridge’s time has 
been more or less a journalist, it seems 
strange that there is not a collection of 
newspaper articles extant that is rec- 
ognized as literature, The journalism 
of the eighteenth century was, in 
fact, pamphieteering, and to that fae 
much rather than to the superior ability o 
the journalists, owes its survival. ‘The old 
test ef a good speech, that it should not 
read well, may be applied to journalism, 
and we may almest say that a good news- 

aper article must not read wellin a book. 
Fis distinctive merit is aptness to the oc- 
casion, and when the occasion has passed 
its chief interest has passed also. Not but 
that ‘‘Lost Leaders” betrays on every 
page the hand of a clever and practiced 
writer, btit a collection of miscellanies so 
brief, and therefore so superficial, neces- 
sarily produces something the same efiect 
as a collection of brilliant post-prandial 
speeches made after various dinners that 
had no relation to each other.

The most ardent admirers of CHARLES 
GEORGE WILSON will scarcely maintain 
that he is the peer of RoLLIn M. SQUIRE. 
The man whom Mayor Epson lifted from 
one of the obscurer phases of an adventu- 
rous career into the prominence and power 
of the Commissionership of Public Works 
displayed a many-sided genius for prying 
open this world’s oyster and a soaring 
audacity whose recorded achievements 
transcend anything yet made known 
of the man selected by Mayor GRANT 
to be President of the Beard of 
Health, But though SQUIRE was at 
once surpassingly picturesque and phe- 
nomenally disreputable, it may at least be 
said of WILSON that he sufficiently re- 
sembles his greater prototype to make his 
appointment a public scandal and his contin- 
uance in office a public danger. Accepting 
even the best censtruction of these varied 
experiences in business, described in our 
Baltimore dispatch this morning, in which 
WILson seems to have lost all his reputa- 
tion and his dupes most of their meney, the 
man is clearly seen to be a mere 
speculator, a gambler with the funds 
of others in the prices of whatever 
commodity offers, in his judgment, the most 
inviting opportunity. That he should 
gamble in the real estate of Baltimore and 
squander the money of confiding investors 
was bad enough, but that he should take 
the infinitely graver hazard of the game 
Mayor GRANT has empowered him to play 
with the health of the people of this city 
as the stake is simply unbearable.

Three weeks ago Oklahoma was unin- 

habited. To-day it has 20,000 settlers, 
who are trying tofind out whether they 
have blundered in undertaking to make 
homes in it. Our dispatches. from the 
newly-opened district show that all the 
desirable land is either occupied or held by 
claims. The farmer who should go there 
now would find no unclaimed land except 
that which lies on the summits of the 
ridges between the watercourses, and 
there the soil is so thin that no one cares to 
till it. Those who took up their claims 
honestly, complain because hundreds of 
sham Deputy Marshals were enabled to 
enter the district prematurely and take 
possession of the choice quarter sec- 
tions, but it is said that they will 
make no contest, It may be that they 
desire peace above all things, or that 
they are convinced that they could gain 
nothing by trying to oust the squatters. 
But if they are unwilling or unable to 
bring the land grabbers to justice, the au- 
thorities at Washington should do the 
work and undertake it without delay. And 
if the charge be true that a man appointed 
last week to an important Federal office in 
ene of the adjoining States is one of those 
whe were admitted prematurely and who 
grabbed a choice piece of land, a beginning 
might well be made in his case. The real 
value of Oklahoma as an agricultural re- 
gion cannot be ascertained until next year’s 
crops shall have been raised, and for the 
present all investments im the district are 
made with considerable risk. 
Now that the centennial ceremonies are 
over, more interest will be taken in the cur- 
rent work of preparing the new parade 
ground and rifle range of the First Brigade 
of New-York in Van Cortlandt Park. As 
this pleasure resort comprises more than a 
thousand acres, it has been possible to set 
aside the fine area of 130 acres in its west- 
ern portion for a parade ground, and also a 
large tract adjoining, allowing a firing dis- 
tance of 1,000 yards for arifle range. The 
liberal sum of $50,000 has been devoted to 
fitting up the parade and the range—one- 
half to each—and so much has already been 
done in clearing, leveling, and draining 
that within a few months the place can be 
used by troops. Taking the transportation 
service of the Sixth and Ninth avenue ele- 
vated roads, the New-York and Northern 
and Yonkers rapid transit roads, and the 
New-York Central, with transfer, it will be 
as accessible a ground as could be hoped for 
in a city like New-York. The convenience 
of the rifle. range must especially have a 
good effect in: increasing the practice, and 
hence the skill and efficiency of the troops, 
while the need of a good local parade 
ground has long been felt. 





A humiliating spectacle was witnessed in 
New-Castle, Del., last Saturday—humiliat- 
ing not only to thenominal victims, buteven 
more so to theself-respect and dignity of the 
State by whose laws it was sanctioned. 
Five negroes and seven white men who had 
been found guilty of the crimes of larceny, 
highway robbery, and horse stealing, were 
publicly whipped and pilloried, and the re- 
volting scene was witnessed, and presuma- 
bly enjoyed, by some hundred and fifty 
spectators. It would be interesting to pene- 
trate the minds of these twelve criminals 
and read the effect which this barbarous 
mode of punishment really had as a reform- 
atory agent. If human nature in the crim- 
inal classes is the same as jn the respecta- 
ble elements of the community, it is safe 
to assume that being publicly lashed and 
pilloried does not predispose the victim 
to regard the community which inflicts the 
brutal punishment with anything like 
friendly feelings) He may, and probably 
will, avoid it in the future, but he will go 
elsewhere to repeat his criminal practices, 
the enormity of which neither the lash nor 
the pillory is calculated to impress upen 
The public lashing of menandsub- 


pillory must of necessity brutalize the people 
who participate in the work as spectators. 
Our own State has abolished the praetice 
of public executions on this very ground, 
that they were demoralizing, and year by 
year the best newspapers of the land are 
restricting the space given to deseriptions 
ef hangings and other revelting criminal 
penalties. The pillory was. abolished in 
Great Britain, whence it was brought to 
Delaware, in 1816, except in cases of per- 
jury, and altogether in 1837. Delaware 
alone clings to this barbarous custom.

THE VIRGINIA TROUBLE, 

Already Mr. Harrison has fallen upon 
trouble in Virginia, which, from having 
been the mother ef Presidents, seems to 
have become an agent of the father of evil 
for Presidents who seek to have anything 
to do with it. The first serious blunder 
cemmitted by Mr. GARFIELD was in turn- 
ing over the “patronage” of Virginia to 
MAHONE, whom he guite naturally, but 
very erroneously, regarded as the possible 
savior of the State to the Republican 
Party. When Mr. ARTHUR succeeded to 
the powers and responsibilities of the Presi- 
dent’s office he followed closely in the steps 
of his former chief, and was, moreover, 
very likely affected by the idea that the 
Mahone faction could be made useful in a 
National Convention, even if they could not 
affect the Electoral College. He was badly 
deceived as to both events. There was 
some reasen to hope, and even to expect, 
that Mr. HarRISON would avoid the pit- 
falls into which his predecessors had 
stumbled. MAHONE and his followers had 
not been im favor of Mr. HARRISON before 
or during the National Convention; they 
were badly beaten in the struggle at the 
convention, and their opponents had shown 
themselves able to manage the politics of 
the State quite as well as the Mahoneites, 1f 
not better. 

There was, therefore, no apparent claim 
that MAHONE could urge, no previous com- 
mittal of the Administratien or its leaders, 
and certainly no merit on his own part. He 
has been from the first stage of his career 
in Virginia politics a thoroughly unscru- 
pulous and despicable person, with whom 
no man of sensitive henor could have any- 
thing to do, and with whom no one with pre- 
tensions to decency could have any dealings 
except when forced by the most exacting 


was particularly plain that no President 
who hoped te make any reputation as an 
advocate of the reform of the civil service 
could tolerate ome who was the extremest 
representative and beneficiary of the most 
repulsive form of the spoils system. But 
despite these facts, the first appointment 
made by Mr. HaRRISON in Virginia is in 
the interest of MAHONE and in opposition 
to the anti-Mahone Republicans. He has 
named R. R. Farr of Fairfax Court House 
to be Marshal ef the Eastern District, re- 
jecting Mr. MorGaN ‘TREAT, who was 
urged by the opponents of MaHONE. Mr.

@ warm advocate of Mr. HARRISON’S 
nomination, and an efficient supporter of 
his election. On general and on special 
considerations, therefore, his appointment 
would have been a very proper one. To 
have him pushed aside by an avowed 
henchman of the Virginia ‘ Boss” is ex- 
tremely discouraging tothe friends of de- 
cent government there. 

Apart from the’particular bearing of this 
case, it throws into confusion all inferences 
as to Mr. Harrison’s ‘‘Southern policy.’) 
Itis in itself the reverse of that independent 
and impartial course he has promised. It 
not only shows no capacity to pursue a new 
policy, but, so far asit goes, it shows a com- 
plete subserviency to the worst features of 
the old policy. If Mr, HARRISON imagines 
he can ‘‘rescue” Virginia or any of the 
border States by nursing with Federal 
patronage men like MAHONE he is singularly 
unable to read the future by the past. It 
is particularly foolish for him to imagine 
that he can build up the Republican Party 
by bolstering the failing fortunes of a dis- 
credited leader whose base and arbitrary 
conduct has already hopelessly divided his 
own party. There is, of course, a possibility, 
as we have frequently pointed out, of es- 
tablishing the Republican Party in the 
South, orin four or five of the States, in 
the way of progress toward final triumph 
there. But this can only be done by enlist- 
ing in the party service men of character 
and influence who can convince the people 
that the party is the safest custodian of 
their interests. MAHONE is the Tom Platt 
of Virginia Republicanism. He is as treach- 
erous as he is corrupt. No party ‘and no 
party leader can safely trust him. He has 
injured or ruined every one who has given 
him confidence. He is not merely the rep- 
resentative of a bad system, but, like 
PLATT, is himself a thoreughly unprincipled 
person. To try to set him on his feet after 
he has been overthrown by the indignant 
opposition of the best men in his own party 
is an offense not more against good public 
morals, but against political common sense.

THE RAPID-FIRE CRUISERS. 

The distinguishing feature of the three 
2,000-ton vessels authorized by the act of 
Sept. 7, 1888, the plans for which have just 
been completed, will be found in their main 
batteries. These are to be wholly made up 
of rapid-fire six-inch and four-inch guns, 
according to the system adopted in arming 
some of the new British. vessels. Each of 
the 2,000-ton vessels will carry two six-inch 
and eight four-inch rapid-fire breech-loading 
rifles. The latter can be fired six times as 
fast as an ordinary service breech-luader of 
the same calibre; or, in other words, it can 
deliver sixty rounds whilethe other is de- 
livering ten. The rapid-fire gun is not a 
revolving cannon nor a machine gun in the 
proper sense of the word, but simply a sin- 
gle-shot gun in which the breech mechanism 
will allow this extraordinary gain in the 
rapidity ef reloading and firing. 

The four-inch guas in these batteries of 
the new vessels will have projectiles weigh- 
ing 33 pounds each, which can be delivered 
with an initial velocity of 2,034 feet, effect- 
‘ing a penetration of eight inches of iron. 
They can be fired at the rate of nearly ten 
aimed rounds a minute. The six-inch guns 
will throw projectiles weighing over 100 
pounds, with a powder charge of perhaps 
40 pounds. It is evident, therefore, what 
a rain of fire can be delivered by one of the 
new cruisers from both broadsides and 
from its fore and aft guns, ten inall. A 
vessel thus armed would be extremely 
effective against torpedo boats, and, indeed, 
would have a certain advantage over 
almost any existing usarmored cruiser of 
its elass unless it should be one carrying 
guns of much longer range, and persistently 
keeping at that range. The rapidity, also, 
with which «hs can succeed shot would 
make the change of position on the oppos- 
The Brit- 
ish have now balf adozen cruisers either 
completed or im course of construction 
wholly armed with rapid-fire guns. These 
vessels are of slightly less displacement 
than our new cruisers. 

In some other respects the 2,000-ton ves- 
sels are of interest. They are twin-screw 
cruisers, with curved protective steel decks 
apd coal bunkers further protecting the 
engines and boilers. They have a length on 
load water line of 257 feet,an extreme 
breadth of 37, and a mean draught of 14). 
The engines, which are triple-expansion, 
are to furnish an aggregate of 5,400 horse 
power, which is expected to give a max- 
imum speed of 18 knots in smooth water. 
The complaints made of some other new 
vessels in regard to officers’ quarters have 
led to a great improvement in this respect 
in the three new vessels. The appliances 
for natural and artificial ventilation and 
for steam pumping and steering, are of 
course as complete as the modern science 
| of shipbuilding can make them. The same 
| may be said of allthe machinery and the 
steel boilers. There will be a strong sec- 
| ondary battery, and each vessel will have a 
complete outfit of self-moving and spar 
| torpedoes. 

There is a cértain advantage in providing 
for three vessels of this class, As a matter 
of economy, the Government can doubtless 
‘secure a proportionally lower aggregate bid 
| for three sister ships than for the same 
vessels constructed singly.

It seems 
clear that the three new vessels will be 
worthy additions to the navy, containing, 
as they do, promising novelties in the way 
of armament, while im other respects taking 
advantage of the experience already

THE ITALIAN REACTION. 

Our cable disfatch from Paris yesterday 
alluded to the rumor that the present Ital- 
ian Ministry is nearing a fall and that the 
policy of the new Ministry will be to break 
away from Germany and renew the old 
alliance with France. Ever sinee Sedan, 
Italy has been getting more and more 
estranged from her traditional - ally, 
France, and getting into ‘éloser rela- 
tiens with Germany. This process has 
been due to no one man or Ministry, but 
has gone on through all these years asa 
part of the inevitable readjustment of 
Eurepean politics consequent upon the con- 
solidation of the German Empire. The 
movement reached its extreme last year. 
In the early months of 1888 the commer- 
cial convention existing between France 
and Italy was abruptly terminated, at the 
initiative of which country it is disputed. 
On the other hand, the journey of Prime 
Minister CrispPr to Germany and the tri- 
umphant travels of Emperor WILLIAM in 
Italy seemed at once to accentuate and 
cement the German alliance. The official 
press of Italy set the fashien of lauding all 
things German and of expressing indiffer- 
ence if not hostility to the French, and the 
few beld editors who stil) spoke a word for 
the nation’s ancient allies were accused of 
having seen the color of French gold. 

Scarcely had WILLIAM left the soil ef 
Italy, however, when a reaction against 
the pelicy of German predominance, and 
the pelicy of large military expenditures 
involved in that predominance, set in with 
great strength. The Peace Congress held 
at Milan, under the lead ef Col. Missort, 
one of the companions ef GARIBALDI, and 
aman held in the greatest esteom by the 
common peeple, gave voice to the desire of 
the nerthern provinces to avoid all causes 
of friction with France that might lead to 
war. The Government press attempted to 
cover the wkole demonstration with ridi- 
eule, as they alse did the “League of 
Brotherheod and Peace’ which Missor1 
set about founding, but the significance of 
the movement could not be concealed. 
Hard upon this came the presentation in 
Parliament of the budget for 1889-90. 
The Minister of Finance announced a defi- 
cit of $12,000,000, and the necessity of 
laying extra taxes to raise the $30,000,000 
voted for unusual military expenditures. 
This preduced an unpleasant sensation 
throughout the whole country. And when 
Minister MAGLIANI went on to propese to 
revive the edious salt tax, and te increase 
the charges uper real estate, indignation 
waxed furious, and the Parliament refused 
to order the adoption ef these measures, 
although it had obediently ,voted the ex- 
penses which they were designed te meet. 
MAGLIANI had nothing fer it but to resign, 
which he did at once, leaving the whole 
matter in the air. 

Upon the heelsof this vexation to the 

Government came the labor and Socialistic 
riots in Rome, wherein the inefficiency of 
the police and the inertness of the Govern- 
ment were so alarmingly revealed. Inter- 
pellations rained upon the Ministry in Par- 
liameut. The replies of Premier CrISPI 
were singularly hesitating and evasive. The 
Oppositien began to assume formidable pro- 
portions, and it was only by the utmost ex- 
ertions and a delay of the vote to the last 
possible moment that the Government was 
able to stave off a defeat. Even their vic- 
tory was ominous, for if an Opposition which 
could muster but 35 votes at the beginning 
of 1888 could got together 153, as was the 
case, by Feb. 16, 1889, the prespects of the 
Ministry ceuld not be called exactly resy. 
Indeed, they practically admitted their de- 
feat Feb. 28, by resigning, altheugh CRISPI 
has since succeeded in forming another 
Cabinet. 
. Still another blow fell upen the Ministry 
when the returns of Italian trade for 1888 
came to be published. They showed that 
the Custom House receipts for the year had 
fallen oft over $12,000,000. At the same 
time Italian exports had diminished by 
more than $28,000,000. It was impossible 
to prevent the people from jumping at the 
conclusion that this bad exhibit was a 
direct result of the abrogation of the 
French commercial treaty. That the Prime 
Minister himself believed the same thing, 
or at least thought it good policy to appear 
to believe it, is seen in his recent public 
announcement that, as far as he was con- 
cerned, he would welcome any proposition 
coming from France forarenewal of the 
treaty. This is but ene of many signs of 
@ coming rapprochement with France. In 
the Parlidment itself Crispr had taken oc- 
casion, at the time of the discussion over 
the imprudent anti-Gallic speech of an 
army officer, to express the most friendly 
sentiments toward France. This does not 
mean, of course, a breaking off of the Ger- 
man alliance. BIsMARCK’s grip is not so 
easily shaken. But it indicates that the 
Italian Government recognizes the spread- 
ing popular sentiment against war and the 
heavy taxes involved in getting ready for 
war, together with the general desire to 
avoid a quarrel with France while restoring 
that international trade which was profit- 
able to both parties te it.

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THE OKLAHOMA SEI1LERS. 


A POPULATION OF TWENTY THOUSAND 
WITHIN THE TERRITORY. 

OKLAHOMA, Indian Territory, May 12.—Three 
weeks ago Oklahoma, which has sprung into 
national fame, was barren of settlers. To-day 
there is soarccly a quarter section in all its 
2,800 miles that has not been located or filed 
on, and its population is estimated at 20,000. 
A ride through Oklahoma since its opening 
has enabled THE TIMES’s correspondent to ob 
serve for himself the actual condition of affairs. 
All quarter sevtions thatare desirable are either 
actually oceupied by settlers, who, in many 
cases, Were seen already plowing. or have some 
sort of claim mark upun them, indicating. that 
bests Dave been taken up. Many people were 
noticed leaving the country who han been 
unable to secure a piece of land sufficintly val- 
uable to be worth utilizing the homestead right 
for. One man was scen who had been “ left’ in 
the rush and who intended to wait for the rest 
of the country to open before he would use his 
“right,” He had served four years and thre¢ 
months in the army during the war an: consid- 
ered his “ right” too valuable to be wasted on 
an indifferent pieceof land. The land in valleys 
of allthe streams has been taken up, and ex- 
cept the schooi sections the only vacant quarter 
sections were found along the tons of the di- 
vides between the main watercourses. This 
lana is high, away from water, and has a very 
thin soil 

Much dissatisfaction was expressed, not only 
by those who had failed to secure homes, but 
by many who had been more fortunate, about 
the manner in which the law and the President's 
proclamation had been complied with. It seems 
tnat those whe strictly complied with the law 
and remained out of Oklahoma until noon of 
April 22, and who made a dash for certain lo- 
calities on swift horses, in many instances 
found men ahead of them, miles from the near- 
est border, and on foot, with perfectly dry and 
fresh horses, and with ox teams. In a few cases 
men were found on cisims with fresnly-dug 
wells, These men must, of course, have en- 
tered long before the opening hour, and hence 
illegally. When the dissatisfiea ones were asked 
why they did not contest the claims of such 
people, they replied they would rather do with- 
out than resort to litigation, and have trouble 
over 160 acres of land. This spirit was 
found to prevail very generally, and to itis un- 
doubtedly due to a large exient the remarkable 
peace and order that marked the settlement of 
Oklahoma. Most of those who entered before 
the proper time did so from the south and east, 
along which borders it appears there were no 
soldiers on guard. The two companies of cay- 
alry placed in Oklahoma before April 22 were 
not able to take care of the entire border. It 
must be said, however, that but for the United 
States troops at Lisbon, Guthrie, and Okiaho- 
ma City, there would have been more or less 
riot and bloodshed between the rival town-site 
companies at those points. As it is, no shoot- 
ing cases have occurred, (some were reported 
but could not be veritied,) and the few deaths 
were due to natural causes, 

Mach criticism is heard in reference to the 
conduct of the Deputy United States Marshbala 
in Oklahoma prior to the opening day. A large 
number of these officers were commissioned 
and thrown into Oklahoma along tbe railroad 
and at a few other points, in every casa in the 
neignborheod of desiravie land. They wers 
sent in ostensibly to poceerve law and order, 
the large force of soldiers, acting under the 
President’s orders, not being considered ade- 
— With few exceptions every one of these 

arshals located on choice quarter sections or 
town lots, and, being on tne ground, had of 
course an immense advantage over the law-ob- 
serving settlers. A number of surveyors and 
several prominent men, it is said, came inta 
Oklahoma a few days before the 22d under 
color of commissions as Deputy Marshals, and 
all appear to have taken advantage'‘of their of- 
ficial stations. 

The buying and selling of town lots goes on 
after a fashion, but not in a very satisfactory 
Way, especially to the purchaser. The usual 
method of transfer consists in the owner or 
rather holder of the lot agreeing to lease it fer 
acertain consideration, the amount of which 
depends on the presumed future valuable loca- 
tion of the lot and the buyer moving inmedi- 
ately. upon it and holding it, sometimes by 
forcible argument, but usually by erecting his 
tent or a small frame building and living 
therein. The only documents executed in 
such cases are private quit-claim papers, 
(even these are by no means usual,) drawn 
up and signed by both parties to the trans- 
action for the future protection of the 
buyer and as ar evitence of the honest inten- 
tions of the seller. The various town-site com- 
— have amicably settled their difficulties, 

ave completed detailed plats of their towns, 
and elected provisional officers. The absence 
of local laws and of properly-qualified local 
officials eanpot help but retard the growth of 
the country. Whe.ber or no some Way will be 
devised by means of which ecoaupants of town 
lots will be enabled to obtain absolute owner- 
ship papers for their property remains for the 
future to decide. 

Your correspondent does not think that the 
permanency ef any of the present towns is as 
yet established or that their future prosperity 
is positively assured. The country will remain 
to a certain extent undeveloped for twelve 
months, and its resources are as yet problem- 
atical. The railroad companies will have a 
voice in establishing the prosperous towns, and 
if the locations of the three now existing do not 
suit them or do not affcrd them suificient facili- 
ties, their future growth will be sadly marred. 
It is known that already certain half sections 
aleng the right of way of one railroad to be buis 
through Oklahoma have quictiy been entered 
as town sites by officiais of that road. 

An investment in Oklahoma town lots will 
be a very unsafe transaction until Congress 
meets and can pass such laws as will make 
real estate transactions legal and secure, Even 
were such laws in existence to-day 18 would 
be very hazardous to invest in Oklahoma real 
estate before matters have settled down to a 
solid business basis and the towns assumed 
some appearance of permanency.

4N PERIL OF WREOK AT APIA 
“A SEOOND TIME. 
ER TEMPORARY RUDDER BROKEN IN 

i. TRYING TO GO OUT OF THE HAR- 

BOR—IHE TRENTON’S GUNS SAVED.

Arla, Samoa, April 27.—The little town of 
Apia has had the appearance of a camping 
ground during the last few weeks, Since the 
hupricane occurred, March 16, in whieh six 
men-of-war and ten other vessels. were wrecked 
ordriven ashore, there have been more people 
living here than were ever before known in the 
history of the place. 

The great confusion, which was so apparent 
immediately after the storm, subsided ina few 
days. By the death of Capt. Schoonmaker the 
command of the Vandalia crew devolved upon 
Lieut. J. W. Carlin. He has had but three 
watch officers to assist him, Lieuts. Culver and 
Heath and Ensign Gibbons. Passed Assistant 
Engineer Webster has been appointed Acting 
Paymaster to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Paymaster F. H. Arms. 

A considerable quantity of clothing and pro- 
Visions was saved from the Trenton during the 
first few duys after the storm, and all the ma- 
ehine guns on the spar deck were also taken 
ashere. Divers were sent down to exam- 
ine the hull of the flagship, but 
owing to the dangerous undercurrents they 
were not able to ascertain the full extent of her 
injury. One or two great holes have been 
found belew ths water line, however, whieh 
render it impossible to float the vessel. Ad- 
miral Kimberly decided to remove her heavy 





battery. The work ocnpied four weeks, 
Matasfa sent a hundred natives from 
his camp and required them to 


render whatever assistance they were ‘able. 
The Trenton’s band was on the ground every 
day, uccompanying the men in their work. The 
Temoval of the guns, which, with ine carriages, 


weighed over a hundred tons, did not 
seem to lighten the Trenton in ‘the 
least, and no effort was made to pump her 


out It is the intentien to remove the Van- 
dalia battery. Her guns are several feet under 
water. Tue safes of the Trenton and Vandalia 
were recovered. Haif a dozen native divers 
have worked faithfully onthe Vandalia ever 

day during the six weeks, and hunéreds of dol- 
lare’ worth of stores have been saved by them. 

When the Nipsic was hauled off a few days 
after the sterm it was found that she had been 
Gamaged cousiderably by pounding on the 
beaeh for twenty-fuur hours, Her engines and 
buiiers had been sprung and she Jeaked a little. 
Admiral Kimberiy ordered temporary repairs 
bade at once, his intention being to send the 
vessel to Auckland. One or two officers 
made considerable objection about going to sea 
in ube Nipsic, and declared epenly that she was 
unsafe. Admiral Kimberly then erdered Capt. 
Mullan to instruct his officers not to say 
anything more about the unsafe condition of 
the Nipsic. ADout the time that the temporary 
Tepairs were completed the steamer Mawhera, 
belonging to the Union Steamship Company of 
New-Zealand, arrived at Apia from Auckland, 
and Admiral Kimberly made a contract with 
the agent ef the company to convoy. the Nipsic. 

it was thought that 16 would take twelve or 
fifteen days to make the trip. Capt. Mullan 
Was uccordinogly given orders to ge to Auckland 
and have the Nipsic repaired and then return 
wita the vessel to Pango-Pango. The rudder 
which had been made for the Nipsic was a large 
blaue, which was dragged astern of the vessel 
and moved from side to siie by means of 
tackle fastened to the two ends of the apar 
laid across the after part oi the poop deek, ex- 
tending out several feet on each side of the 
ship. e Nipsic bad net cleared the mouth of 
the harbor wuen the starboard end of the spar, 
to which was attacied the steering tackle, 
weakened. A sharp squail came up, and the 
heavy strain in trying to head her to sea was 
too wuch. In five minutes the port end of the 
Bpar broke away and tho steering apparatus 
‘Was rendered useless, 

The engines were stopped and the Nipsie was 
adriit withoutarudder. By prompt use of a 
few sails, the Nipsic swung around with her 
head toward the sea, when she steamed 
at full speed toa position two miles o@ the 
reefs, and the Mawhera s00n came 
out and towed the Nipsic into the 
harbor, where she again came to an- 
chor. It was found useless to make 
any further attempt to go to Auckland until 
another rudder could be made, so the contract 
with the Mawhera was canceled, and the latter 
vessel sailed for Auckland alone. Admiral 
Kimberly announced the next day that he 
‘would send the Nipsic to Auckland just as soon 
as another rudder could be made. He said the 
ship was sound and could make the trip. 

Adwpira! Kimberly is very anxious to get the 
Trenton and Vandalia men to San Franciseo as 
s00n as possible. “They are being kept here,” 
he says. “atavery heavy expense. lam pay- 
ing $130 a week for the rent of barracks, and 
$1 10 rday for the board of each man. 
This is but a smail part of the expense.” 

The mest important political event which 
has occurred here for some time was the 
issuance ,of a proclamation by Admiral Kim- 
berly, April 17, advising the natives to put 
anend to the war which they have been carry- 
ing om among themselves for months. 

When Admiral Kimberly arrived here, March 
11, he began to acquaint himseif with the situ- 
ation with a view to establishing peace be- 
tween the two native factiens. A storm 
interfered with his efforts, but during 
the last few weeks he became _ con- 
vinced the natives desired peace, and 
that the present time was most favorable 
forsome preliminary action en his part. <Ao- 
cordingly he issued the proclamations, had 
them transiated into Samean, and distributed 
all over the islands. The proclamations were 
Railed upon trees in every part of Apia, and 
copies were sent to the German and British 
Consuls, to Mataafa’s camp at Magiagi, and to 
Tamasese’s Camp at Suatuanun. 

Admiral Kimberly sent Capt. N. H. Farquhar 
ef the Trenton to Suatuanun with instructions 
to lay the matter before ‘l'amasese and request 
him to distribute circulars among his men. 
Capt. Farquhar was accompanied by Capt. 
Mullan of the Nipsic and United States Vice 
Consui Blacklock. 

The party went to Suatuanun in a small 
Doat, and were reeeived very courteously by 
Tamasese. Mamea, Tamasese’s secretary and 
chief adviser, was absent at the time, buta 
number of other chiefs were present. A num- 
ber of natives erowded around the house to 
learn what the American officers had to say. 

Capt. Farquhar explained his mission, and 
said the Adwiral desired to establish peace be- 
tween the two native factions and to bring the 
war toa close. He also bh the proclama- 
tion read in the presence of all the natives, and 
he requested Tamasese to distribute them 
among his men. Tamasese replied that he, too, 
desired to see war closed, and promised to dis- 
tribute the circulars, and that bis secretary was 
away from the camp at present, but he would 
send for him at once and put his views in writ- 


<amiral Kimberly received a letter from 
Tamasese April 22, in which the latter ex- 

ressed his view upon the proposition to estab- 
ish peace. Tamasese signed himself ‘ King of 
Samoa.’ He declined to make any overtures for 
cera at present, though he said he desired to 

ave the war brought toaciose and would like 
to see the same condition of affairs in Samoa as 
thatin the latter part of 1887. It was at that 
time that the Tamasese Government was in 
full power.

Amos Cotting, one of the founders, about 
twenty-three years age, of the banking firm of 
Jameson, Smith & Cotting, 23 Broad-street, died 
at his residence, 835 Fifth-avenue, at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon.

RAISING SUNKEN VESSELS. 





FERRYBOAT NEW-BRUNSWICK LIFTED— 
WORK ON THE ATLAS. 

The hull of the burned ferryboat New- 
Brunswick has been raised and moved toa 
position off Stevens’s Point. As it lays at pres- 
ent the walking beam orly is visible above the 
surface of the water. The removal of this 
craft is considered by steambvat men about the 
harbor as a very quick piecé of work. The 
raising was effected by the usual method of 
pontons. The pontens are sunk to their 
decks by being filled with water. Chains passed 
under the wreck are then fastened to them. 
The water is pumped out of the pontons and 
as they rise they bring up the wreck, unless 
the ehains break. In the waters of New-York 
Harbor, and especially in the North and East 
Rivers, it is impossible for a diver to see below 
the surface, and all his work must be done by 
feeling. It therefere follows that for a diver 
to know where to place chains so that they 
will bold on the hull he must understand the 
struetural form of a vessel. 

The work on the Atilas,in North River, has 
more then once been Ioiled by the slipping of 
chains. A wrecking company is at work rais- 
ing the schooner sunk off Fort Lafayette. It is 
the intention of the wreckers to run the 
schooner inon shore as far ag possible on a 
flood tide, and during low water patch up the 
hole in the bow, pump out the water in the ves- 
sel, and get her floated on the next flood. She 
will then be towed to a dry dock and repaired, .

THE SPRECKELS SCHEME 


BEET SUGAR. 

SaN FRANCISCO, May 12.—John D. Spreekels, 
who subscribed $1,000,000 to the Occidental 
Sugar Company, recently formed by his father, 
forthe purpose of building ten beet-sugar fac- 
tories in Califormia, is busily engaged perfect- 
ing the plans of the great enterprise. He said 
yesterday: 

“Our new factories will be supplied with 
machinery from California workshops, except 


in the case of a few pieces, which will have to 
be brought from Germany. The expenses of 
each factory will amount to at least $100,000 a 
month, or a total of $1,000,000 for the ten fac- 
tories at the lowest calculations, exclusive of 
what we will have to pay to farmers ior beets, The 
factories will produce 50,000 tons of sugar an- 
nually, whieh means the production of 500,000 
tons ef beets in this State. No beets will be im- 
ported, as enough can be raised in this State to 
supply the entire country. 

‘Beets can be raised very cheaply, and the 
returns are quite profitable to the farmer. This 
fact alone will cause a large number of farmers 
and grape, growers who are continually expe- 
riencing the loss of their crops to give up their 
present pursuits and enter into that of beet 
raising. We have tested the soil all over the 
State, and from the results obtained from 
our analysis of the earth we find 
it well adapted to the growing of the necessary 
product. A map has been arranged by us, 
showing the most advantageous portions of the 
State, from which we will make our selection of 
sites for factories. Operations will be eom- 
menced for the eonstruction of the first factory 
as s00n as my father returns from Europe.”

HOW MR. CORWITH'S LARGE 
FORTUNE WAS LOST. 

AN ATTEMPT TO CORNER THE LEAD 
MARKET WHICH RENDERED A CHI- 
CAG@ MILLIONAIRE PENNILESS. 

CHIcaGo, May 12.—Nathan Corwith, Sr., head 
ef the great lead firm that fatled last Fall, is 
dying at his home in this city of a complication 
of diseases of the heart and liver. He may live 
for some days, but his recovery is considered 
impossible. Mr. Corwith’s illness recalls 
the failure of his firm after a futile 
effort to corner lead, and brings to light a 
strange story of tne dissipation of a big 
fortune. A few months ago Mr, Oorwith was 
probably worth nearly $2,000,000. To-day he 
is penniless. 

Mr. Corwith came to Chicago from Galena 
twenty-five years ago, where for a quarter of a 
century he had been in business much of the 
time as a-dealer in lead. Here he was asso- 
ciated with J. Russell Jones in the West 
Chicago street railway, and had other 
large business interests. The story of 
the loss of his fortune is vouched for by a man 
in a position to know the facts, and is confirmed 
in a measure by an interview had to-day with 
Mr. Corwith’s confidential clerk. 

In July last Mr. Corwith had practically retired 
from business, and being in failing health, went 
to New-York. Here Gurdon, his son, was doing 
business on a rather limited scale as a metal 
broker. Nathan Corwith went into business 
with his son in a lHlmited way “just 


to keep his hand in.” Gurdon — had 
& great scheme to unfold. He in- 
formed his father that the big copper 
syndicate was about to take up the lead market, 
aud that it would bea good idea to corner it. 
The old man assented and the house of Nathan 
Corwith & Co. proceeded to buy great quantities 
of lead. While Mr. Corwith, Senior, believed 
that he was cornering the lead market and 
buying up all the lead in sight, his. son, 
it is asserted, was selling the lead, buying 
it back, selling it again, and squandering the 
money in speculation. This sort of thing could 
not last forever. The crisis was reached in 
due course of time, and the creditors began 
to make demands upon the house for 
money. In this emérgency Gurdon made a 
representation to his father to the effect that 
all the money had been used in buying lead; 
that they had spent about $1,100,000 in corner- 
ing a market that still remained as open as 
eer but that everything would eome outall 
right. 

Mr. Corwith did not understand it, and he 
sent on to Chicago for some of his confidential 
advisers to come to New-York. “Among them 
were M. D. Wells and Joseph Donnersberger, 
the former his son-in-law, the latter his conti- 
dential friend. To his friends Mr. Cerwith 
sald: “I cannot understand this tbing. 
I know I have plenty of lead, but 
have no monéy. il cannot understand where 
the money has gone to.” At Mr. Corwith’s re- 

vest, Mr. Donnersberger made a careful exam- 

nation of the hooksof the firm. The investiga- 
tion disclosed an astounding state of affairs. 
Not only had $1,000,000 of Mar. Corwith’s 
money been squanderea by the son, but nota 
single pound of the lead was owned by the firm. 

The books showed the purchase of 400 car- 
loads of lead. Inquiry at the point where it 
Was suppesed to be stored develuped the fact 
that it had been taken away by other B ody vr 
te whom it was seld by Gurdon. ® dis- 
closure of this sad state of affairs was made 
to Mr. Corwith in the presence of @urdon, 
The father declared that he was ruined and 
fainted away. Gurdon took the matter lightly, 
and said that “it would be all right,’’ but the 
creditors were not easily satisfied, and they 
procured his arrest and continement for fraud 
in managing the business, 

Mr. Donnersberger was asked to-day whether 
or not 1t was true that the failure of Nathan 
Corwith had been caused by his son Gurdon. 
“I fael great delicacy in talking on that sub- 
ject,” he said, ‘*butl believe Gurdon Corwith 
to have been the direct cause of his father’s 
ruin. Mr. Corwith went inte the seheme of 
cornering lead, trusting to hisson. When the 
inevitable collapse came he found that the son 
had been using his name, eredit, and money, 
and had ruined him. Mr. Corwith never heard 
ofthe true state of affairs until the night be- 
fore he failed.” : 

“You went over the books for Mr. Corwith, 
did you not? and found that the son had been 
grossly deceiving the tather, and that nota 
pound of lead was on hand?” 

“That is so.” 

“How did young Corwith get rid of the 
money if he handled over $1,100,000?’ 

“= He speculated on his own account and lost 


Mr. Corwith would not prosecute his son, and 
the young man is stillin the East. He has not 
come West to see the father who, actually pov- 
erty-strioken, lies dying in Chieago.

By way of Milwaukee comes the report that the 
recent buying of St. Paul stock, common and pre- 
ferred, is due to a refunding scheme formulated by 
the Drexel interest. It is said that a mortgage was 
issued May 5, and the registration is still pending. 
The p.an centemplates the retirement of all out- 
standing bouds drawing 6, 6, and 7 per cent. inter- 
est, the object being to effect the saving of a large 
sum in fixed charges. 

It is now announced that the funds necessary

THE WORST NEW-YORK LEG- 
ISLATURE 1N YEARS. 
HUMBUG ABOUT ANDREWS’S REMOVAL 
—THE RAPID-TRANSIT BILL—MEN 

WHO EXPECT TO BE RE-ELECTED. 

ALBANY, May 12.—The session of the Legislat- 
ure of 1889 willexpirein ablaze of glory or 
worse on Thursday of this week. Thore is a 
very strong disposition to extend the session 
over that day, but the leaders of the Republican 
Party, such menin the Senate as Hendricks, 
Kellogg, Sloan, Fassett, Walker, and Erwin, and 
in the House Gen. Husted and Messrs. Cole, 
Crosby, Hamilton, and Saxton, are determined 
te adhere to the original resolution, and their 
influence 1s likely to prevail, Both houses 
have cleared up their work and have acted 
upon every bill that in any way is important to 
the public, The members who wish to prolong 
the session are those who are interested in local 
measures Or who have jobs tied up in. commit- 
tee. It is almost unnecessary to say that an ex- 
tension of the session would be an expensive 
matter to the State. 

There has been a great deal of humbug in con- 
nection with the threatened removal of Mr. 
Andrews, Superintendent of the Capitol. Itisa 
pity that the same zeal that is now displayed by 
the Trustees, particularly after the Fish com- 
mittee has been discharged and a resolution de- 
manding Mr. Andrews’s removal has been 
talked of, was not shown three months ago. 
Had Mr. Andrews been removed as soon as he 
ave his testimony before the Fish committees, 
the result of the ceiling investigation might 
have been difterent. By his own admissions he 


convieted himself of betraying the interests of 
the State and of being cognizant of the conspir- 
acy from its inception. Nv doubt the Capitol 
Trnstees have the best of reasons for retaining 
Mr. Andrews in his place after he had practi- 
cally contéssed being one of the original con- 
splrators, Dut now, after the committee’s time 
has expired, and wuen any evidence or testi- 
mony that Mr. Andftews might wish to make 
cannot be utilized,.and when the Legislature is 
within three days et adjourning, the zeal of the 
Trustees 16 a mere fraud and a pretense,a device 
to protect themselves or some oneecise. Had 
the Trustees removed Andrews last Tuesday itis 
barely possible that he might have requested 
the Fish committee to listen to a few statements 
that be had to make. Andrews is one of three 
men who ¢an tell the whole truth of this con- 
spiracy. The reportof the Fish committee will 
be considered om ‘Tuesday, but by Mr. Ains- 
worth’s remarkable and unjustitiable motion the 
committee’s autherity bas ceased. Perhaps Mr. 
Ainsworth was aware,when he made his motion 
to discharge the committee that Mr. Andrews 
would be removed on the day the report was 
considered, aud he certainly was in a position 
to know that the committee would have no 
authority to recall Mr. Andrews or to plow 
deeper into the conspiracy and expese men who 
have thus far escaped. The action of the Legis- 
lature in discharging the Fish committees was as 
much of @ conspiracy as Was the conception of 
the original job. 

Sevator Gibbs is taking creat credit to himself 
for the part he as acted as chier executioner of 
the Mayor’s Rapid-Transit bill. 1t will be re- 
membered that Mr. Gibbs posed as the cham- 
pion of the measure when it first came to Al- 
bany, Dut that was beiore the deal biils were 
introduced. Sinuve Gov. Hill veioed the deal 
bill, Gibbs has been talking one way for publi- 
caulon and acting direetly the reverse for polli- 
tics; in other words, while trying to convey to 
the public the impression that he was a reform- 
er, and all that that implied, he was engaged in 
showing Mr. Thomas C. Platt how faithrul he 
was to Mr. Platt’s interests. Mr. Gibbs has 
been Mr. Platt’s chosen representative on the 
floor, and whatever instructions were sent to 
the Legislature came through him, In return 
for all this work Gibbs expects to receive the 
pomination for Senator in the Eighth District 
next Fall. The politicians are having their say 
now, but the people’s time will come next No- 
vember, and those who oppose the Mayor’s bill 
- lustily now may have cause to repent it 
then. 

Tho gentlemen who expect to be candidates 
for Speaker next year are affording members of 
the House great amusement these days. 
Speaker Cole has been very little in the chair 
this session, préferring to please the bumptious 
vanity of several of his colleagues who love 
nothing better than to stand at the Speaker’s 
desk, pound the gavel with all their might, and 
imagine they are the Speaker. One of them, 
who always acts the partof the buffoon when 
he presides, appeared the other night with a 
rose in the Sapel of his coat as big as a sun- 
flower. Another always asxs the Speaker for 
this honor whenever any of his constituents 
come to town. ‘The Speaker good-naturedly 
consents. Itdoes not hurt the Speaker and 1t 
pleases the constituents, who go home im- 
pressed with the greatness of their representa- 
tive. Since these lilliputian statesmen have 
taken the gavel, however, it has been potice- 
able that the dignity of the House has fallen off 
to avery large degree, and the House did not 
have very much dignity to begin with. 

eThe present werk promises te be a very ox- 
citing one. The Cabie bill, the Mayor’s Rapia- 
Transit bill, the Sullivan Telephone Reduction 
bill, Judge Greene’s Bridge bill, the Western 
Union Tax grab, the Whipple [osurance grab, 
the Hagan Tunnel, Senator Pieree’s East River 
Tunnel, and Senator Worth’s Grand-Street 
Bridge scheme are a few of the prom- 
ment measures that will be aeted upon. 
Then there are a legion of small jobs 
of all kinds supported by a horde of 
lobbyists who have been husbanding their 
strength and resources through the entire 
session to make their final effortin the last days 
of the session. They have abundant material 
to work upon. There have been tew Legis- 
latures worse than this one, but this gen- 
eration has rot seen them; for a 
more lawless congregation of men has 
seldom desecrated the capital of any 
State. Their conduct early in the session, when 
public opinion could reach and influence them, 
Was absolutely shameless, and it requires no 
stretch of the imagination to divine their capa- 
bilities and their total disregard of public senti- 
ment and virtue during this coming week. The 
lobby has accomplished very little thus far. 
Some money was spent on the Telephone bill 
and more has been promised, contingently, if 
the Sullivan bill is killed. The more corrupt 
Republicans, men who are not tied down to the 
Hiscock-Platt maenhine, are convinced that Jay 
Gould is more interested in the defeat of the 
Mayor’s. bill than the Republican Party of New- 
York City. It is barely possible, therefore, that 
Mr. Sheehan’s persistency in advancing the 
Mayor’s bill; may be rewarded by a number of 
Republiean votes other than those that have 
already assisted him. Of course these Repub- 
licans do not support the bill because of an 
interest they have init, but because they wis. 
to draw Jay Gould’s fire and money. 

The exposure of Cwol. Hamilton’s attempt 





to bribe the editor of an Albany paper has 
not discouraged the friends and support- 
ers of the Niagara Hydraulic Electric 


Manufacturing scheme. It has simply re- 
sulted in Griving Col. Hamilton, who is a 
very large man, into a very small hole. 
The most touching episode connected with this 
alleged bribery business jis the repudiation of 
Col. Hamilton and his bill By the two men who 
introduced him and his bill to Albany and the 
Legislature—Congressman John M. Wiiey and 
ex-Senator ‘*Lo”’ Sessions. Of course the bill is 
@ bad one, It is condemned by the Niagara 
Falis Commissioners, and that in itself ought to 
be sufficient te reject it. But itis hard work 
for this Lexislature to reject anything that car- 
ries bonds or stosk with it. It will be interest- 
ing, however, in view of the light thrown upon 
this bill to note the legislators who have the 
courage to support it. 

A number of Senators expect to hold seats 
in the next Legislature. The Republicaus con- 
cede that the First District, now represented 
by Capt. Hawkins, will return a Democrat. 
Senator Pierce of the Second District expects 
to receive a nomination frem the Eighth Dis- 
trict, New-York. Senator O’Connor of the 
Third District solemnly assures his friends that 
he will be en hand at the old stand next Win- 
ter. Senater Worth of the Fourth District de- 
clares he has had enough. His successor will, 
1t is said, be Harry Beard. Cvl. Murphy of 
the Fifth District, New-York, will have a hard 
fight to capture a renomination. Tammany 
Hall is opposed to the Colonel and will do its 
utmost to send one of its own men here, Sen- 
ator Grady is likely to succeed himself in the 
Sixth District. Senator Langbein 1s endeavor- 
ing to form a coalition with the Republicans 
in order to be re-elected in the Seventh Dis- 


trict, but the Tammany people threaten 
te nominate young Judge Roesch, who 
is streng enough to carry the dis- 


trict hands down. The Democrats are 
hopeful that the shifting population in the 
Etgnth District has removed it from the Repub- 
lican column, but Assemblyman Gibbs 1s willing 
to try issues with any Democrat that may be 
nominated. Assemblyman Hagan expects to 
succeed Senatur Stadler in the Tenth, aithough 
the latter asserts that he can have the nomina- 
tion if he desires it. Young Senator [ves is to 
be married on June 5, in Washington, and as he 
is negotiating for a house in Albany for next 
Winter, he shows his confidence in succeeding 
himself in the next Senate. Many of Judge 
Robertson’s friends are already requesting him 
to take the Republican nomination in the 
Twelfth (Westchester-Rockiand) District, but 
the Judge is undecided. He is about the only 
Republican who can osrry the district, and 
even the Republicans admit that unless he av- 
cepts the compliment of renomiuation a Demo- 
crat will be found in his seat next year. 

A very pretty fight is going on in the Fif- 
teenth District, new represented by Peter 
Ward of Newburg, who took the nemination 
originally with the understanding that he 
would not becalled upon to run next Fall 
Mr. Ward expected to be bored todeath in 
Albany, but he has grown to admire his office 
very much, and is counting the days until 
next Fall, when be expects to have the pleas- 
ure of accepting arenomination. This i@not 
very pleasaut to Judge Greene of Bridge bill 
fame. The Judge had pianned to let Capt 
Ward have the short term and himself the

SEVERAL BIG BREWERS CONSOLIDATE 


THEIR INTERESTS. 

A great combination of beer breweries 
has just been made. Under, it the preweries 
of Gottfried Kreuger and Christina Trefz at 
Newark, of Peter Hauck at East Newark, of 
Adolf Huptel in this city, and of the Albany 
Brewing Company of Albany, pass into the 
control of a company worth a capital of nearly 
$5,000,000, The object of the movement is mut 
ual advantage. Those interested hope to at- 
tract cutside capital. The plan of the company 


1s to issue stock to the amount of about 
$4,750,000. Half the ponds have already been 
subsoribed to by a party of Ameriean capitalists 
with a emall sprinkling of English investors, 

The money is to be used in the purohase by 
the company of a haif interest in the combined 
properties. Ine brewers will accept the other 
half of the purchase price in bonds of the cor- 
poration, and itis understood that, while the 
tities to their breweries will be vested in the 
new companys, the brewers will retain the mau- 
agement of their respective properties for ten 
years to come. 

In the apportionment Kreuger’s brewery is 
valued at $2,000,000, Hauck’s at $1,000,000, 
Trefz’s and Hupfel’s at $600,000 each, and 
the Albany at $500,000. 

The papers have already been signed. The 
negotiations were conducted by ex-Assembly- 
man M. T. Barrett of Newark, a son-in-law of 
Peter Hauck, and it js said that his. commissions 
amount to $100,000.

TAMMANY MEN WAITING 


THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW 


BLOCKS THK WAY. 

NOT AS MUCH PATRONAGE AS WAS 
EXPECTED AND COUNTY DEMOCRATS. 
ENJOY THE SITUATION. 

Those who know anything about the mu- 
Ricipal offices know that there are more places 
in the Department of Publie Works than in any 
department of the City Gevernment, and that 
for that reason its possession has been eagerly ' 
songht for by the factions. All the Tammany 
workers have been waiting with impatience 
ever since Mayor Grant's inauguration for the 
installation of a Tammany Commissioner of 
Public Works, feeling confident that they would 
then enter into the “Promised Land” And fill 
themselves with the good things which 1¢ con- 
taing so abundantly. Not only the workers 


but the leaders believed so, and whenever & 
brave has come to them fora place during the 
last feur months they have been accustomed to. 
ut him off, and at the same time eneourare 
Rim by telling him to wait untyl the 
let of May and then Tammany would 
own the epartmeat of Public Works. 
and there would be a good place for every one. 
Ase far as the workers are concerned little was 
gained by the election of Grant last Fall up-: 
less they could luxuriate in the fat pastures of. 
the Department of Public Works, In no other 
department of which Tammany could get con- 
trol was there any great amount of patronage 
fer them, and they watched the legal contest 


between Gilroy and Smith with thrilling inter- | 


est. , 

It is not often that the. Supreme Court, 
Chambers, contains such a crowd of “boys” as 
watched the arguments before Judge Barrett 
last week. They dia not understand a word 
that was said by Judge or counsel; but 
they had got it into their heads that their 
ohances of municipal sustenanee depended upon 
Judge Barrett’s decision, and they flocked te 
the Court House. When Gilroy, at the head of 
the Sheriff's posse, marched to Lowber Smith’s 
office and took possession a tumultuous mob of 
hundreds of the Tammany workers filed Cham- 
bere-street, ana they cheered lustily again and 
again when they learned that Smith bad sur- 
rendered and that their Oklahoma would be 
opened for their invasion. It was some hours 
before all of them could be induced to go away. 
They wanted to be let in that day. ‘“ Why 
don’t Gilroy kick out the Counties}? exclaimed 
they. ‘The boys have been waiting leng 
enough, and they want to be taken in.” 

Bernard F. Martin, Tammany’s Deputy Com- 
missioner of Public Works, agreed with the 
boys. He had never troubled himself with an 
inspection of the civil-service rules, and prob- 
ably knew as littie about them as tite boys 
themselves, to whom they were only some hor- 
rid bugbear, invented by Mayor Hewitt and 
other ** cranks” whom Tammany had rooted out 
of office, and consequently their bugbear would 
be of no avail. Mr. Martin’s first official act, 1t 
is said, was to procure a little book, in which 
he entered the names of the twenty-five “lead- 
ere” of Tammany, in order that he might di- 
vide the patronage fairly and credit each with 
the appointments ef hisown peculiar **hench- 
men.’ 

‘here is good reason to believe that the first 
rude shock which Gilroy and Martin got was 
when they attempted to remove Martia J. Keese 
and to put a Tammany wan in his place. Keese 
is a County Democrat, but he is also a veteran 
ef the war, and is still suffering from several 
‘wounds received on the battietield. This alone 
made it 3 scandal to remove him, for there is no 
pretense but what he is a goed janitor of the 
City Hall and performs his duties well. But a 
Teal Tammany man cares nothing about 
wounded veterans. The janitorsbip of the City 
Halil is a gvod, comfortable plaee, for the incum- 
bent gets $1,100 a year, and heated and lighted 
apartments all titted up for housekeeping, and it 
must have been longed for by many impecunious 
“braves.” When the ‘brave’ to whom the 
prize was allotted went to the Oity Hall and, 
flaunting his commission in Mr. Keese’s face, 
intimated to him that he had better * get,” he 
Was informed that by the statute of 1888 an 
honorably-discharged veteran of the late war 
sould not be removed except tor cause made 
out by a regular trial before the nang oo | 
power, and that be instead of Mr. Keese b 
better “get.” He did not believe any such nen- 
seuse, and went to the Department of Public 
Works to obtain from Gilroy and Martin the 
mneans to oust Keese by force. He never came 
back and still ‘‘lies outside the breast- 
works.” It is said that Mr. Gilroy, who is 

emetimes called the “brains of Tammany 
Hall,” took legal advice upon Keese’s case, and 
was astonished to discover not only that Keese 
is practically irremovable, but that only a small 
share of the patronage of the Department of 
Public Worgs is in the grasp of Tammany after 
all this weary waiting. This discovery has not 
been communicated to the workers yet, but 
they must learn it ere long, and what a wailing 
and gnashing of teeth there will be then! 

AS @® Matter of fact, only these important 
places in the Department of Public Works are 
exempt from the provisions of the civil serviee 
jaw, 80 that the present incumbents can be re- 
moved and replaced by any persons whom the 
Commissiener of Pubiic Works may select: The 
Place of Chief Clerk, salary $4,500; Chief En- 
gineer, $7,000; Gonsulting Engineer, $4,00U; 
Superintendent of Lamps and Gas, $2,750; 
Superintendent of Bureau of Incumbrances, 
$2,750; Superintendent of Bureau of Repairs 
and Supplies, $2,750; Superintendent of Bureau 
of Street lmprovements, $2,750; Superintend- 
ent of Bureau of Streets and Roads, $2,750; 
Water Purveyor, $2,750; Water Register, 
$4,000; Vasnier of the Bureau of Water Regis- 
ter, $2,000; Assistant Cashier of the Bureau of 
Water Register, $1,500; Engineer in Charge of 
Sewers, $4,500; Consulting Engineer of sewer- 
age Sysiem, $6,000. 

All the™ laborers, sometimes 700 in number, 
Who get $2 a day apiece, are also exempt from 
the operation of the civil service law. 8o are 
the skilled laborers, of whom a little while ago 
there were seventeen on the’ pay roils at $2 50 
a day apiece. Foremen are exempt. They vary 
in number from 35 to 50, and get from $3 to $5 
aday. So are assistant foremen, who get from 
$2 50 to $3 50 a day, and who vary in number 

m 10 to 20. Then there are 100 women 
eaners, pay, $30 a month, and 36 male clean- 
ers, pay $2 a day; 4 attendants at $3 per day; 

22 axemen at from $2 50 to $3 per day; 18 
tiremon at $2 50 a day; 9 lighters of markets at 
from $10 to $15 a month; about 70 drivers at 
from $2 25 to $4 a day, and from 1 to 12 brick- 
layers, calkers, carpenters, elevator attendants, 
flagmen, masons, painters, pavers, rockmen, 
and toolmen, who get ordinary day wages. 

To such small dimensions do the Tammany 
leaders find that the patronage of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, to which they looked for- 
ward so longingly and hopefully, has dwindled! 
No wonder Mr. Gilroy wishes Friday’s sterm 
had blown away all vestige of civil service 
rules. Tnere is very littie indeed to divide 
among the hungry and thirsty boys unless 
something can be done to evade the rules. Just 
to show what nice places there are in the De- 
pariment of Public Works whieh cannot be dis- 
tributed at Mr. Gilroy’s pleasure to the Tam- 
many boys, for the reason that these are under 
the control of the civil service laws, here is a 
partial list: General bookkeeper, $4,000; 
contract clerk, $3,500; corresponding clerk, 
$3,000; first assistant engineer, $5,000; topo- 
graphical engineer, $3,000; 2 assistaut en- 
gincers, $2,400; 3 assistant engineers, 
$1,800; 3 ussistant engineers, $3,000; assist- 
ant engineer and chier draughtsman, $2,760; 
Gné at $2,500, ene at $2,250, about 50 clerks 
at from $900 to $2,000, most of them 
at frem $1,200 to $1,500; about 125 
Inspectors of sewers, water, street improve- 
ments, lamps, and gas pipe laying, &c., at from 
$3 to $5 per day, or from $1,000 to $1,800 a 
Year; 3transitmen at $1,500, 11 rodmen and 
chainmen at from $900 to $1,200, 6 enginemen 
at from $1,000 to $1,500 a year, 8 keepers of 
aqueducta and reservoirs at from $1,000 to 
$1,200 a year. All the stenographers, type- 
writers, and messengers are also under tne civil 
service law. Thus it is seen that, speaking” 
generally, only the beads of bureaus, the 
cashiers who handle money, and the laborers 
and mechanies ure outside of the civil service 
law and at the mercy ofthe politicians, Ali the 
**gott” places to wuich Tammany workers who 
Nke to wear good clothes would naturally 
aspire are beyond their reach unless they shall 
get them by passing a civil service examination. 
Words tail to express the abhorrence of Tam- 
many workers to doing that. About their only 
resource is to take a laborer’s place and earn $2 
per day singing, mournfully, 

* Drill, ye tarriers, drill.” 


Pelitics, it has often been said, makes strange 
bedfellows; but noe one six munths ago would 
have predicted that the County Demovrasy would 
ever be ardent advocates of the civil service 
law. But they are—the most ardent in the city. 
They arein favor of the law for the same 
reason that the Tammany men are against it— 
their love for the places. They have the places. 
Tammany has not. Almost every office holder 
in the Department of Public Worgs is a County 
Democracy man for the reason that they gut 
in before the civil service regulations went into 
force 1p this city, and under Gen. Newton and Mr. 
Smith they were not displaced. There is nothing 
in the civil service law or regulations which 
prevente Mr. Gilroy from removing, with or 
without cause, every County Democracy man 
who is nota veteran of the war; but the trutn 
is that, with the exception of the exemptions 
recounted above, the successor must be deter- 
mined not by Mr. Gilroy but by tie Civil Serv- 
ice. Examiners acting under rules laid down in 
accordance with the law. There is little use, 
go far as Tammany is concerned, in turning out 
@ County Democrat and having him succeeded 
by .another County Democrat, or, worse, by a 
Republican, or, worst of all, by a Magwamp. 

As was shown at the time William G. Mc. 
Laughlin, the Supervisor of the City Reeord, 

roposed to remuve Washington H. Hedtler,

kGOOD OUTLOVK FOR FRUIT. 


‘STRAWBERRIES, PBACHES. AND PEARS 
WILL BE PLENTIFUL. 
There is every probability that the sup- 
‘ply of kitchen-garden products will be very 
large this week. The warm weather of the 
past week has hastened the growth of all vegeta- 
, tion and has rapidly ripened the ‘fruits now in 
season. Perhaps the one product which now 
receives the greatest attention is asparagus. 
During the past week great ‘quantities of? it 
have been sold in this city. It has come from 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia, Mary- 
land, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, and 
the interior of this State. The same grade of 
asparagus which last season was bought by the 
5 etaine-w man for $2 per dozen bunches was 
ought during the past week by dealers for less 
. than $1 50 per dozen. Thesupply this week will 
be even greater. To-morrow morning the growth 
of two days will be sent here. Doubtiess some 
of it may be wholesaled at upward of 20 cents 
er buneh, but it will be only some long and 
arge stocked asparagus, especially desired by 
hotel keepers and caterers. 

The condition of the canned-goods trade does 
not warrant eanners packing a very large sup- 
ply of asparagus this season. The canners in 
past seasons have been always ready to take 
trom the markets ail of this vegetable that 
would not wholesale at from 12 to 15 cents per 
bunch, if of good quality. This year they do 
not appear to be ready to take the surplus, and 
consequently, with an increased supply for the 
market and a favorabie year—which so far has 
been the case—there is littie or no doubt that 
the markets of this city and of the surrounding 
towns and cities will be abundantly and cheaply 
supplied with this vegetabie ail the season. 

‘he first of the Maryland strawberries will 
reach New-York about the last of this wees. 
They will eome from near Crisfield, which is 
near the Virginia line. They will, hewever, be 
of the very early varities and of not much 
value. The finest berry in appearance with 
which the markets this week will be supplied 
will be from Charleston. It is known as the 
Hoffmann, and 18 probably as handseme a 
strawberry as grows. Its beauty sells it, tor it 
is about the only merit it possesses except 
being a good shipping and consequently a xood 
keeping berry. ‘he Charleston Seedlings, which 
will come here from North Carolina and which 
will be sold atfrom 5 to 10 cents less than the 
Hoffmann, will please the palate much better. 
The best of these seedlings from North Oaro- 
lina, which will come by express, will probabiy 
sell by the single crate of thirty-two quarts 
each for frem 25 to 35 cents per quart. There 
will be quite a liberal supply of strawberries 
here from Norfelk on Wednesday morning. 
‘hese will be mostly of the early varieties. 

Like peaches, the early varieties of straw- 
berry are not graded by their merits, but rather 
by their demerits. It wili not be until next week 
that the Norfolk strawberries will be of good 

uality. There is promise of an abundance of 
them and the quality is expected to be good. 
The same may be said of the strawberry crop of 
both Maryiand and Delaware, while New-Jer- 
sey, Which last season yielded a very unsatis- 
factory and unprofitable crop, is expected this 
year to yield a very large quantity. After this 
week, until the 1st of July, should there be not 
an unexpected drought or a phenomenal frost, 
strawberries will be so abundant and so cheap 
that only fancy berries will be wholesaled tor 
upward of 10 cents a quart. 

At this time there is a pleasant outlook for 
those persone who bave a keen relish for fruits. 
None of the domestic fruits indicates any dam- 
age from Winter severity or late frosts. The 
biocom on the cherry trees this season bas been 
all that conld be desired, either viewed xsthetic- 
ally or practically. The apple orchards are 
rich with blossoms. Pium trees never gave a 
better promise fer a great yield... Raspberries, 
eurrants, and small fruit generally. will be 
abundant. The Bartlett pear trees througheut 
this State are now full of bloom, and growers 
generally anticipate that the product thia sea- 
soh will be even greater than two years ago, 
when the largest and finest crop of Bartiett 
pears ever produced was grown. 


FIFTY Y#ARS ON A LOCOMOTIVE, 

It is not often that anybody in this incon- 
stant world continues for half a century in one 
calling, but when a manis a locomotive engi- 
neer for that length of time he becomes a won- 


der on the face of theearth. Yet to-day Benja 
min L, Hurst will reach his fiftieth anniversary 
as an engineer, and will run his big engine from 
Jersey City to Rahway and Waverly, N. J., and 
back over che Pennsylvania Road just as though 
nothing had happened to distinguish him. 
** Uncle Ben,” as all his associates call him, is 
the oldest engineer in duration of service on the 
Pennsylvania system, and yet be never misses 
a trip and never takes a day off. He looks as 
hale and hearty as he looked twenty years ago, 
and instead of any one taking bim to be sixty- 
seven yearsold, most persons would regard him 
as @ Well-preserved man of fifty years. There 
is no such a thing as retiring for ** Uncle Ben.” 
He can’t get along without his iron horse. 

Mr. Hurst began rupning an engine in 1837 
for the Hazelton Coal Company, hauling coal 
from the mines with alight engine. This was 
in the early history of railroading, wien ten 
miles an hour was regarded a3 great speed. 
Since then he has handled the throttle on 
dozens of engines on the Lehigh Valley, the 
Erie, Harlem, Central of New-Jersey, and Read- 
ing Roads, and it was not very long ago when 
he sent a locomotive over to Rahway at the 
rate of fifty-four miles an hour. 








A NEW ITALIAN MISSION. 
The Church Extension Society of the 
Methodist denominatien, which has already 
established and is successfully working sepa- 


rate missions in New-York for the Chinese, 
French, Scandinavians, and Germans, has added 
to the list one for Italians at 1 Yeewonginde. 
It was forinally opened yesterday at 3 P. M., 
Bishop Andrews being present, with a sermon 
in Italian by V. Calabrese, the minister of the 
mission, and addresses by Dr. Palmer, Presiding 
Elder of the distriet of New-York; Dr. Craw- 
ford, Corresponding Secretary of the Church 
Extension Society, and Dr. Payne, whe spoke 
in English.

BOATS OF ALL KINDS WERE OUT YES- 
TERDAY AND THERE WAS ONE SPILL. 
There was a sort of a centennial proces- 

sion ef boats on the Harlem River yesterday 

afternoon. Everybody who owned, eould 
borrow, deg, or hire a boat seemed to have se- 
lected the swift-running waters of the Harlem 
on whieh to get some exercise and develep 
muscles which for almost a year have been 
permitted to remain dormant. All during the 
afternoon, from the Third-avenue bridge up to 
High Bridge, the shining surface of the water 
was rufiied by the progress of boats which 
seemed unlimited. All of the boat clubs situ- 
ated on the river had some of their crews out, 
and many,of them sent out their big barges 
loaded down with ladies and gentlemen whe 
believed that there was no better way of spend- 


ine snoh a Sunday as yesterday than by going 
out fora spin on the river. It was a little 
cooler yesterday than it was a week ago, and 
the exercise was just vigorous enough to put 
the men into what young ladies call a healthy 


giow. 
Schilling, Wade, Meehan, and Zwinger, mak- 
ing up the junior four of the Nonpareil Ciub, 


went out for a turn up the river in their shell,’ 


and came back at the end of an hour or so feel- 
ing like race horses. The Nonpareil’s junior 
four-gig crew—Schneider, Kiley, Fleck, and 
Nicoll—and its senior four-gig crew—Bates, 
Delany, Maas, and Cody—were both out for an 
hour or more in the early afternoon, and pulled 
hard and strong after their lon st. Some 
seratch crews went out in the eight-oar shell, 
doubie-sculls and pair-oared gigs, and Bernard, 
Nolan, and Miller disported themselves in their 
respective single sculls. This club’s list of 
boats on the water was ended with its eight- 
oared barge, which went sailing up the river 
loaded down with people who wanted to get a 
glimpse of the upper flats. 

The Friendsnip Club sent its eight-oared 
barge early in the morning on a jaunt to Col- 
lege Point, and another tour started from this 
clubhouse was that made by Thomas M. J. 
Hannon, who limbered up his arms by rewing 
around Manhattan Island in -his fourteen-foot 
boat. He had a pleasant trip, and came out of 
his boat at the end feeling somewhat tired, but 
much better for the exercise he had taken.

The Nonpareil’s little lifeboat, the Razzle- 
Dazzle, which was recently added to tbe 
club’s fleet because of the many accidents oc- 
curring in that immediate locality, was brought 
into active use yesterday. F. J. Conway of the 
Friendship Club was taking a little spin in his 
single shell, and, when near the Fourth-avenue 
bridge and just off the Nonpareil boathouse, he 
caught an inadvertent crab and went overboard 
like a flash, with his overturned boat on top of 
him. He floundered about in the water for 
s0me moments, and then was picked up and 
carried to his boathouse by the gallant crew of 
the Kazzle-Dazzle. This makes the fourth 
rescue the crew has made within two weeks, 
and the Razzle-Dazzie is beginning to be re- 
garded with considerablé respect by the gentle- 
men who spend tneir Sundays on the water in 
ticklish bouts.

GEN. FITZGERALD’S EFFORTS 

For many years the National Guard or- 

ganizations of the city of New-York have been 
dependent upon the courtesies of the Brooklyn 
authorities for facilities for holding special pa- 
Trades, fleld days, inspections and musters, and 
exercises in field mancuvers. On many oc- 
casions Prospect Park parade ground has been 
utilized for these purposes by the regiments, 
troops, batteries, and brigades comprising the 
former First Division. The alstance to be trav- 
eled and the inadequate macans of transporta- 
tion have, however, prevented the troops from 
availing themselves of this privilege except at 
long intervals. 

Until the institution of the State Camp of In- 


q 


York were practically restricted to indoor or 
armory instruction. Mancuvres in “the open,” 
beyund the stated show parades, devoted wholly 
to ceremonial display, and an occasional street 
drill, were an unknown. quantity. Up toa re- 
cent period every effort which has been made 
to supply this deficiency proved unsuccessful. 

Tne National Guard had been oxoluded from 
the Washington Parade Ground, from Lng A 
kins-Square, and from Central Park, until it 
‘Was avtually without a place large enough for 
the performance of even company movements 
within a reasonable distance of the city. When 
Central Park was laid out it was understood that 
an ample tract was to be set aside to the 
use of the military; but the pledge, whether 
given or merely implied, was not kept, nor, in- 
deed, was there adequate space within its 
walks and drives for military evolutions on an 
extended scale. By special enactment another 
ee of land was appropriated te the use of the 

ational Guard, but the law was subsequently 
repealed, and since that timejthe claims of the 
citizen soldiery have been g@systematically 
ignored, 

This neglect, however, is now inafalr way 
to be remedied, and through the efforts of Brig. 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, commandant of the 
First Brigade, the aaron Guard organiza- 
tions of the city of New-York are likely to be 
put in possession within the year of what 
promises to be one of the finest parade 

reunds, with a spavious rifle range attached, 
n this or any other country. For more than 
six years Gen. Fitzgerald has sought the ob- 
ject now On the point of being secured. 

On April 19, 1883, an act was passed by the 
Legislature for the appointment of Commis- 
sioners to select and locate lands fer public 
parks in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards and the vicinity, and Messrs, Luther R. 
Marsh, Louis Fitzgerald, Waldo Hutchins, 
Charles L. Tiffany, William W. Niles, 
George W. McLean, and Thomas J. 
Crombie were appointed Comuissioners b 
Mayor Franklin Edson. Gen. Fitzgerald, 
who, from long experience, had become 
thoroughly familiarized with the requirements 
of the National Guard, and who was constantly 
on the alert to secure every facility for its im- 
provement and instruction, seized this oppor- 
tunity to locate for the troops of his commana 
@ permanent place for practice in evolutions of 
the line and with the rifle, 

The first care of Gen. Fitzgerald was to select 
&@ suitable portion of the property suggested for 
public parks, and the members of the commis- 
sion, with entire unanimity, declared them- 
selves in favor of that known as the Van Cort- 
landt estate. Nopiece of ground combining at 
once all the requisites for the purposes to which 
it was designed to be appropriated, with ready 
means of access, could be had without entailing 
heavy expense upon the city, and while proba- 
bly not so extensive as could be desired, it was 
deemed, after a careful examination, to be the 
best that could be selected. 

The area of the property set apart for a pa- 
radeiground and rifle rangeis about 1,070 acres. 
The tract lies close to the New-York City and 
Northern Railroad. The actual present require- 
ment is for a body of 5,000 men, the existin 
strength of the brigade. For the review of suc 
# body in a single linea space of about 7,000 
feet, by the estimates of the brigade command- 
er, is required in the length of the parade 
ground, with a width of about 1,000 feet. 
The same force, if formed in two lines, 
would occupy about one-half this space as 
to length, but would require 300 more feet in 
width. These requirements are fully met in 
the Van Cortlandt parade ground, which sup- 
plies in addition facilities for practical field 
manceuvres and natural advantages not else- 
where readily attainable for offensive and de- 
fenstve operations. ’ 

On the east side of the park it is proposed to 
establish a shooting ground for individual and 
class practice, having an extreme range of 
1,000 yards, with firing points at intermediate 
distances, the whole being available for volle 
and file firing and skirmish drill, with ball 
cartridge or fixed ammunition, Here, it 
is contemplated, the regular rifle prac- 
tice of the organizations of the 
First Brigade, under State orders, will 
be conducted, and it is further calculated that 
the range will not only supplant Creedmoor 
from the date of its institution, but will eventu- 
ally become a source of considerable revenue as 
a@ private shooting ground. By means of bridges 
connecting the parade gfound proper with the 
Tifle range, the south end of the latter can be 
readily rendered avallable for the manceuvring | 
of the troops if required, and the two plots, 
taken together, at small outlay can be mace to 
answer every possible military purpose for 
yeurs to ceme, 

Van Cortlandt Park, as a training ground fer 
troops, yi pa four important advantages: 
First, it has a large area of flat land, requiring 
but little grading; second, a rifle range of ample 
dimeysions can be constructed, having two of 
its sides and oneend practically walled in by 
water; third, it furnishes an admirable position 
for spectators on the high ground which ex- 
tends southward on the west side, and, fourth, 
1t ig made accessible by a railroad running 
through it which connests with the elevated 
system. 

‘This area,” says Gen. Fitzgeruld, “need not 
necessarily be devoted exclusively to National 
Guard purposes, but 1t can be set apart for the 
use of clubs and associations formed for athletic 
games and physical culture, for picnic and other 
parties, and for sugh outdoor amusements as 
cannot be pursued in Central Park, to be used 
for such purposes when not required 
by the National Guard. By the ac- 
tion of the commission and the subse- 
quent condemnation of the property, the Na- 
tional Guard of New-York City will, for the first 
time in its history, have at itscommand a fitting 
place tor its proper education in the practical 
duties of the citizen soldier. 

“The city owes at least thie return to that effi- 
client and exeellent organization whose mem- 
bers are ever ready, when danger threatens, to 
risk their livesin the protection of peace and 
property, and whose name is a tower of strength 
and a defense. 

‘* Apart from the uses of Van Cortlandt Park 
indicated, the public will find in the brilliant 
military displays afforded by the drilis, parades, 
and manceuvres on a large scale, new features 
of interest and attraction. From the elevated 
paints overlooking the parade ground the vari- 
ous evolutions can be witnessed by at least two 
hundred thousand spectators, and the lines of 
railroad will be crowded with men, women, and 
children eager tu be present at these brilliant 
spectacles,” 

It is heped by Gen. Fitzgerald to hold the 
opening review of the First Brigade at Van 
Cortiandt Park early in the coming Fall.

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DEDICATION OF THE CHURCH OF GUS- 
TAVUS ADOLPHUS. 

The Swedish Lutheran Church of Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, at 151 and 153 East Twenty- 
second-street, was dedicated yesterday morn- 
ing. The church was packed, and the long 
programme was listened to with marked inter- 
est, The exercises were opened with music by 
an orchestra and organ, and this,was followed by 
the singing of the Swedish hymn, No.'320: 1-2. 
A dedicatory address was spoken in Swedish 
by the Rev. Prof. T. N.. Hasselqvist, President 
of Augustana College at Rock Island, [ll The 
chorus and orchestra gave selections from the 
Psalms of David, and then a dedicatory address 
in English was given by the Rev. G. F. Krotel, 
D. D., pastor of the Holy Trinity Lutheran 
Church of this city. The consecration was sc- 


cording to the Swedish ritual.. The singing was 
good throughout and the addresses were im- 
pressive. 

The Church of Gustavus Adolphus was organ- 
ized in September, 1865, when forty-eight per- 
sons joined the institution. On Nov. 2 of that 

ear Trustees were elected, of whom Capt. John 

ricsson, the distinguished inventor; Consul C. 
E. Habicht, and Dr. Hanbury Smith may be 
mentioned. The old church building was pur- 
chased in 1866 and the first reguiar pastor was 
the Rev. Axel Waelter. In 1873 Christine Nils- 
son presented $1,000 to the church. The church 
flourished under the pastorate of the Rev. Mr. 
Prinsell until he became an advocate of the 


vicarious atonement of Christ, He was com- 
pelled to resign in 1879, when the church num- 
bered only about one hundred communicants. 

The Rev. Conrad Emii Lindberg was elected 
regular pastor in April, 1879, and. took charge 
in July of the same year.” Under Mr. Lindberg’s 
pastorate the debt on the old church property 
was paid and 1,183 communicants joined the 
church, making it the leading »wedish church 
in New-York City. . The old church building was 
torn down in May, 1887, and the cornerstone of 
the new building w laid on Dec. 11 of the 
same year. The bufiding is a solid-looking 
structure of gray stone, its dimensions being 

0 by 100 feet. The length of the auditorium, 
inoluding the chancel, is 82 feet. The gallery 
and rosary window added to this makes a total 
of 94 feet. . The width varies from 41 to 47 feet 
and the height from the floor to the ceiling of 
the auditorium is 36 feet. The furnishings 
are all substantial and comfortable, and the 
decorations in good taste. Back of the pul- 
pit is a painting ef the Ascension and there are 
several memorial windows. It is estimated that 
the church completed will cost about $60,000. 
There is now a mortgage of $30,000 on the 
property. 

In the dedieation services yesterday more than 
thirty ministers from New- York State and other 
parts of the country participated. 


THE QUALITY OF SILENOE. 

Despite the exceedingly warm weather 
which kept the shurches eomparatively empty 
yesterday, All Souls’ Church in West Forty- 
eighth-street was occupied by a large audience 
to listen to the Rev. R. Heber Newton speak of 
** The Silence of Christ.” Mr. Nowton began by 
repeating that familiar axiom, ‘Speech is silver; 
silence golden.” ‘he preacher declared that 
perhaps the most eloquent utterance of the 
Master was His silence. In theestimation of ali 
great téachers the quality of silence should be 
weighed as that of speech Mr. Newton 
pointed the scene of Jesus before Pilate 
where silence was the Saviour’s only de- 
fense and said: “Alongside of that master- 
ful apology of Pilato in which Socrates, 
dignified and masterful, arraigned his judges in 
the same spirit as the God above him did, con- 
trast the recorded words of Christ as He replied 
to the indictment.of the Jews, and compare it 
again with the voluminous writings of His dis- 
ciples through the ages. One reads St. Augus- 
tine and wonders how he found time to write 
down his thougnts, forthe father was a manof 
affairs and ruled over an extensive diocese. 
Alongside of all this, how impressive is the 
reticence of Christ. If there is one thing which 
needs to be impressed on this busy age, itis the 
quality in contradistinction to the quantity of 
the speech of the Master.”
